G ay adoption got a nod of ap¬ 
proval from the American Acad¬ 
emy of Pediatrics, the nation’s 
leading association of physicians serv¬ 
ing infants and children. The organi¬ 
zation reviewed two decades of re¬ 
search in the area and issued its poli¬ 
cy statement on Monday, February 4. 
The statement also was published in 
the journal Pediatrics. 

“Children who are born to, or 
adopted by, one member of a gay or 
lesbian couple deserve the security of 
two legaJly'recognized parents,” the 
AAP said in releasing its statement. It 
called for “legal and legislative efforts 
that provide for the possibility of 
adoption of those children by the sec¬ 
ond parent or co-parent in same-sex 
relationships.” 

“There are more similarities than 
differences in parenting styles and at¬ 
titudes [among] gay and non-gay par¬ 
ents,” wrote Dr. Ellen Perrin for the 
AAP. 

The policy recommends that “pe¬ 
diatricians become familiar with the 
professional literature regarding gay 
and lesbian parents and their chil¬ 
dren; support the right of every child 
and family to the financial, psycho¬ 
logical, and legal security that results 
from having both parents legally rec¬ 
ognized; and advocate for initiatives 
that establish permanency through 
co-parent or second-parent adoption 
for children of same-sex partners.” 

The policy brings the AAP in line 
with the American Academy of Child 
and Adolescent Psychiatry and the 
American Psychological Association, 
both of which are already on record 
as supporting gay adoption. 

“I’m delighted that my acaderhy 
has issued the statement,” said Dr. 
Christopher E. Harris. He is a pedia¬ 
trician in Nashville, Tennessee and 
president of the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association. He believes “it 
will help balance the playing field” of 
legal and regulatory concerns when it 
comes to gay families. 

“We applaud the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Pediatrics for strongly sup¬ 
porting second-parent adoptions by 
gay couples because they are indeed 
in the best interests of children,” said 
Elizabeth Birch, executive director of 
the Human Rights Campaign. She 
and her partner, Hilary Rosen, have 
adopted two children. 

“These findings validate what we 
knew all along - the best interest of 
our children is served when their 
families are afforded the security that

O penly gay KPIX-TV journalist Lance 
Evans, a television reporter for the 
Channel 5 Eyewitness News team, is 
suing the local CBS affiliate and its 
parent company for racial discrimination, 
harassment, and 
retaliation. 

Evans’s suit 
stems from his 
claims that man¬ 
agement at the sta¬ 
tion denied him the 
right to audition for 
an anchor spot. At 
the same time, he 
argues, he watched 
"hts-white colleagues 
get the chance to 
audition and be¬ 
come anchors. 

“I am angry at 
management for denying me the opportuni¬ 
ty to audition,” Evans told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter in an interview Thursday, January 31. 
It was his first day on the job after a nine-week 
leave of absence due to work-related stress. 

“I worked for it. I earned it. I wanted that 
opportunity,” he said. “They denied me the 
mere opportunity to audition.” 

While Evans says his being gay has no 
bearing on the allegations in his complaint, 
he would not rule out homophobia as part 
of the problem. 

“Is it a gay thing? I don’t know. Do I have 
my suspicions? Sure I do,” he said. 

“I was told a long time ago there are peo¬ 
ple [at KPIX] who will and do hate me be¬ 
cause I am black and who will and do hate 
me because I am gay,” he added. “I figured out 
since who some of them are, and some have 
made themselves quite clear who they are.”

hoars proposed 
DPH budget cuts

hey came as advocates and clients, as se¬ 
niors, as immigrants, as city residents 
with limited incomes and resources. 
They spoke through 
translators and tears. More 
than 120 people signed up to 
testify at the San Francisco 
Health Commission meeting 
on Tuesday, February 5 to voice 
their concerns over the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s pro¬ 
posed 10 percent budget cuts. 

With the declining econo¬ 
my, further exacerbated by the 
events of September 11, the 
mayor’s office requested that all 
city departments propose a 10 
percent reduction to their gen¬ 
eral fund allocations. For the 
health department, this translates to cuts of 
$30 million. The cuts were arrived at by DPH 
through a long and difficult process, testified 
Dr. Mitch Katz, director of the department. 

“These are legitimate cuts,” said Katz, “al¬ 
though not desirable.” 

Katz noted that programs believed to have 
the least impact on the well-being of city res¬ 


idents were targeted for reductions, and that 
the intricate process of cost effective analysis 
was done in a professional manner that 
sought to “minimize harm.” DPH will con¬ 
tinue to advocate against as many of these 
cuts as possible, but revenue uncertainties 
meant that nonessential pro¬ 
grams had to be identified. 

“We did not want to cut 
dental services, but when we 
did, we did not cut them for 
children. We did not want to 
cut programs to the homeless, 
but when we did, we main¬ 
tained all of our beds,” Katz 
said. 

Nevertheless, the proposed 
cuts include less funding for 
many community initiatives and 
elimination of other programs 
altogether. Included on the list is 
the elimination of a $23,000 city 
contract with Lyon-Martin Women’s Health 
Services; the elimination of a $51,000 contract 
with the Haight Ashbury Free Glinic; the slash¬ 
ing of 20 housing subsidies for people with 
AIDS through the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation; the reduction of funding for HIV/AIDS

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Community keeps 
Positive Resource 
Center alive

P icking up his phone last 
month, Brian Basinger lis¬ 
tened as the caller explained 
that Positive Resource Center 
needed help. In order to keep its 
doors open, the caller said the 
agency had to raise $40,000 by 
February 1. 

“They called me up asking for 
money, telling me how the times 
were tough,” said Basinger, who 
nearly died from HIV-related 
complications last Valentine’s Day. 
“I could have given them some 
money but that was not enough 
for me.” 

For Basinger, the agency not 
only once employed him, but he 
credits PRC with helping to save 
his life last February. Suffering 
from HIV-related encephalitis, 
Basinger’s brain had swelled to a 
point where he could no longer 
comprehend sentences. 

The first thing he did was call 
PRC for help. 

“I could not even think,” re¬ 
called Basinger, who was hired 
back in 1992 as the agency’s first 
employee. “I was so sick my brain 
didn’t work. I could read a sen¬ 
tence but 1 couldn’t understand 
it.” 

Even though he had to wait, 
one month before seeing a bene¬ 
fits counselor at PRC, Basinger 
said the paperwork was filled out 
and in the mail by the time he left 
his appointment that day. With¬ 
out the agency’s support, Basinger 
said he “probably would have 
given up. I probably would have 
faced eviction proceedings with 
my landlord because I couldn’t 
pay rent.” 

So instead of making a small 
donation to PRC over the phone 
that day, Basinger hung up and 
called his friends: an employee at a 
local bar, a window display de¬ 
signer, a party promoter. Soon, he 
and friend Charles a’Court de¬ 
vised “Urge,” a benefit at the Stud 
next Wednesday night, February 
13, one day shy of what Basinger 
calls his “new birthday.” 

“We urge you to open up your 
wallets. It is an urgent situation,” 
added Basinger, who is on disabil¬ 
ity. 

Because of support like 
Basinger’s, the doors at Positive 
Resource Center remain open. 
Despite fears it would Have to 
close due to a financial crisis, the 
agency raised $40,000 in dona¬ 
tions from the community during 
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January to meet its payroll and 
cash flow needs. 

At least until February 28. 

“The outlook is good, but we 
want to make sure everyone un¬ 
derstands we made it over one 
hurdle. There are a few more to 
get over,” said Mairi McKeever, 
who is volunteering as the 
agency’s interim executive direc¬ 
tor. 

“People are donating $10 and 
to me that is incredible. The per¬ 
son who is donating $10 probably 
has an income of $600 a month. 
That just gives us more incentive 
and will to make it through it all,” 
she added. 

' Their task is not only a life or 
death situation for the agency, 
but also for the people they serve. 
Without PRC, many of the city’s 
HIV-positive people would have 
nowhere to turn in times of cri¬ 
sis. 

“Some of the services we pro¬ 
vide are only provided by Positive 
Resource Center,” said Donna Sa¬ 
chet, who has served on the 
agency’s board for three years. 
“We keep the confidentiality of 
our clients so it is not known 
who’s used the services. People 
from all parts of San Francisco 
have turned to PRC for benefits 
counseling or return to work is¬ 
sues.” 

As staff members continue to 
help clients living with HIV and 
AIDS access health benefits or find 
employment, the board’s atten¬ 
tion is on raising an additional 
$45,000 by March 1 and another 
$85,000 by April 1. 

“The support we have received 
has made us very optimistic and 
very appreciative of the support. 
However, we do need to continue 
to raise money every month to 
keep the doors open,” said McK¬ 
eever. 

The agency’s financial prob¬ 
lems began last fall when it lost a 
major grant from the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Education. PRC’s at¬ 
tempts to reapply for the three- 
year, $735,000 contract failed, oc¬ 


curring simultaneously with a 
sharp decline in the economy 
hampering fundraising cam¬ 
paigns. 

With no success in recouping 
the money, the board announced 
in December the agency had laid 
off four employees weeks before 
Christmas. Executive Director 
Ken Bukowski also resigned that 
month. 

The agency has since lost two 
more employees - a benefits 
counselor left on Friday and its 
foundations and corporate rela¬ 
tions manager gave notice that he 
will be leaving Monday, February 
11 . 

The agency hired Compass 
Point consultants to help with its 
search for a new executive direc¬ 
tor. By April, the board expects to 
announce its appointment to that 
position. The consulting firm also 
is providing services on develop¬ 
ment. 

In the meantime, the board is 
looking for new revenue streams. 
It hopes to receive payment from 
government agencies for the work 
PRC does and the board is also fo¬ 
cusing on fundraising activities. 
The agency has been working with 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco) and Michael 
Bernick, director of the Employ¬ 
ment Development Department, 
on a proposal to receive funding 
from the state. 

Despite all the setbacks and fi¬ 
nancial mess, McKeever said 
morale is still high and there is 
faith that PRC will be servicing 
clients come May. 

“1 still think we can do it,” she 
said. “Nobody is giving up. We are 
not close to giving up at all.” 

Numerous fundraisers and 
beer benefits have been planned 
throughout this month. The ben¬ 
efit party “Urge” will begin at 8 
p.m. February 13 at the Stud, lo¬ 
cated at Ninth and Harrison 
streets. The cost is $5.

CA Supreme Court 
accepts adoption case

' he California Supreme Court 
unanimously agreed on Jan¬ 
uary 29 to hear a controver¬ 
sial case, Sharon S. v, Superior 
Court, which had threatened to in¬ 
validate many adoptions of chil¬ 
dren by same-sex parents in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

By agreeing.to hear the case, 
the court automatically de-pub- 
lishes the October 2001 decision 
of a San Diego appellate court, 
which said that one member of a 
same sex couple cannot adopt the 
biological child of the other. 

Many adoption proceedings 
involving same-sex couples in Cal¬ 
ifornia had been suspended as a 
result of the decision. 

“It’s good news about a bad 
case,” said Charlie Spiegel, interim 
director of Our Family Coalition, 


an LGBT family advocacy group 
in San Francisco. “Between this 
and the American Academy of Pe¬ 
diatrics finding, there’s a lot of 
good news today for LGBT fami¬ 
lies.” 

He was referring to the AAP’s 
statement Monday, February 4 in 
support of gay adoptions. [See 
story, page L] 

The San Diego decision 
shocked the LGBT community 
when it was announced last fall 
because gay and lesbian couples 
have used these procedures, called 
second-parent adoptions, for 15 
years to provide children with the 
security of having two legal par¬ 
ents. 

“It means that we’re back 
where we were before the court of 
appeals made that bad decision,” 
said Jennifer Pizer, senior staff at¬

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Harry Britt missed 
21% of board votes

' ormer San Francisco super¬ 
visor and 13th Assembly 
District candidate Harry 
Britt missed more than 6,000 
votes during his 14 years on the 
Board of Supervisors, an analysis 
of his voting record shows. His ca¬ 
reer voting absentee rate averaged 
21 percent. 

From Britt’s first board meet¬ 
ing on January 15, 1979, until his 
last on January 4, 1993, a total of 
29,264 votes came before the full 
board. Britt missed 6,019 of these 
votes, or 21 percent. 

Britt’s worst years in terms of 
missed votes were in 1991 and 
1992. In 1991, there was a total of 
1,680 votes for which he was eligi¬ 
ble to vote, and he voted only 900 
times, missing 780 votes or 46 per¬ 
cent. In 1992 there was a total of 
1,533 votes that came before the 
board and Britt voted on 854 of 
these matters, missing 679 votes 
or 44 percent. 

Britt has stated that he missed 
votes in 1991 due to caring for his 
dying mother and his disabled 
brother, who died a year later, ac¬ 
cording to an article in last week’s 
San Francisco Bay Guardian. Britt 
also told the Bay Area Reporter 
about caring for his mother while 
on the board. Britt chose not to 
seek re-election in 1992. 

Bruce Cain, director of the In¬ 
stitute of Government Studies at 
the University of California, 
Berkeley, told the B.A.R. that 
Britt’s voting record could be of 
concern to voters. 

“I think there will be some 
concern, especially after items 
about him being at the race track,” 
Cain said, referring to an item in 
the San Francisco Chronicle Mon¬ 
day, February 4 by columnist Rob 
Morse about Britt having a “very 
good” attendance record at Gold¬ 
en Gate Fields. “It raises questions 
about how attentive he was, how

much he liked his job, and how 
thorough he was.” 

Britt campaign spokesman 
Ross Mirkarimi blasted the Morse 
item, saying it was planted by the 
campaign of Britt’s chief rival in 
the race. Supervisor Mark Leno.

“That was such a hit,” Mirkari¬ 
mi said. 

Britt’s best record in terms of 
casting votes was between 1989 
and 1990 when he served as board

presiden-t. In 1990, he missed 7 
percent of the 1,779 votes that 
came before the board, or 120 
votes. For every other year that he 
was on the board, his missed votes 
totaled in double digits - ranging 
from a low of 10 percent in 1980 
to the high of 46 percent in 1991. 

None of the votes included in 
the report indicate that a resolu¬ 
tion or ordinance would not have 
passed because of Britt’s missed 
votes. Generally, the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors votes on ordinances, 
which, if approved by the mayor 
change existing city law or create 
new laws, and on resolutions, 
which are often more symbolic 
and take a stand on a particular 
issue or are used to accept outside 
funds, such as federal Ryan White 
CARE Act money. 

Matters that come before the 
board need two votes - usually at 
consecutive meetings - to pass, 
commonly known as first and sec¬ 
ond readings. The analysis shows 
Britt missed votes in both cate¬ 
gories, though not for the same 
bills. 

The analysis shows that Britt 
missed votes not only on LGBT 
and HIV/AIDS issues, but on nu¬ 
merous other matters to come be¬ 
fore the board, including such is¬ 
sues as abortion rights, renters 
and consumers, affirmative ac¬ 
tion, protecting minorities, the 
environment, children and fami¬ 
lies, health care, housing, tobacco, 
earthquake safety, and general is¬ 
sues of importance to San Fran¬ 
cisco. Britt even missed votes on 
resolutions or ordinances that he 
sponsored, the analysis shows. 

Other missed votes include 
one on May 14, 1979 for an ordi¬ 
nance appropriating $4,262.90 for 
a civic memorial service for 
Mayor George Moscone and Su¬ 
pervisor Harvey Milk, who were 
assassinated by ex-Supervisor Dan 
White on November 27,1978; On 
November 19, 1979, Britt missed 
another board vote authorizing 
temporary street closures for the 
memorial service on November 
27,1979, the one-year anniversary 
of the Milk-Moscone murders. 

Britt was appointed to fill 
Milk’s seat on the board by former 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein. 

Cain said it was fair for voters 
to question whether Britt would 
repeat his missed voting record if 
he were elected to the Assembly. 

“You’ve got to be a patient per¬ 
son in Sacramento,” Cain said, 
adding that legislative sessions 
sometimes stretch into the late- 
night hours. “Being a legislator 
can seriously cramp your person¬ 
al life.” 

While the popular perception 
may be that being a legislator is a 
relatively easy job, Cain said that’s 
not the case. “If you are diligent, 
you’re pretty damn busy,” he 
added. 

The analysis of Britt’s voting 
record was based on public docu¬ 
ments in the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors Clerk’s office. 
Those documents include the 
board’s Journal of Proceedings 
documents that are similar to 
board minutes. The Bay Area Re¬ 
porter reviewed many of those 
journals; other information was 
provided by the Leno campaign.

Magazine story 
could hurt dog 
mauling defendants

otentially damaging infor¬ 
mation against the caretak¬ 
ers of the dogs involved in 
the fatal mauling of Diane Whip¬ 
ple is surfacing in a Rolling Stone 
article. 

The February 28 issue of the 
magazine includes a description 
of the attack on Whipple that con¬ 
tradicts statements by Marjorie 
Knoller, who was with the two 
Presa Canario dogs during last 
year’s fatal hallway attack. 

The sister of Paul “Cornfed” 
Schneider, the adopted prison in¬ 
mate son of Knoller and her hus¬ 
band, Robert Noel, told the mag¬ 
azine that Knoller argued with 
Whipple just before the attack. 

Schneider’s sister, identified in 
the article by only her first name, 
Tammy, said that Knoller called 
her on the night of the mauling to 
tell her what happened. 

“Marjorie said she and her 
neighbor ‘got into it,”’ said 
Tammy. “They had an argument 
before anything happened with 
those dogs. Marjorie asked her to 
shut her door so she could take 
her dogs out in the hall, and that 
lady was like, ‘No, Pm not shutting 
my door now. Fuck you!”’ 

Knoller has maintained that 
the attack happened spontaneous¬ 
ly when she was returning to her 
apartment after she walked Bane, 
the male dog that instigated the 
attack. Knoller said that Hera, her 
female dog, got loose in the hall¬ 
way sometime after Bane first 
lunged at Whipple. In contrast, 
Tammy’s account implied that the 
dogs were.already in Knoller’s 
apartment and got loose after she 
argued with Whipple. 

Bane was euthanized on the 
night of the attack. Hera was put 
down last week, after the attorney

couple exhausted legal appeals to 
keep the dog alive. Knoller has in¬ 
sisted that Hera may have tugged 
at Whipple’s clothing but never bit 
her. 

Kate Kendell, the executive di¬ 
rector of the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights and one of the at¬ 
torneys representing Whipple’s 
partner, Sharon Smith, in a civil 
lawsuit against the couple, said 
that Tammy’s statements, if ad¬ 
mitted in trial, would work to fur¬ 
ther erode Knoller’s credibility. 

“As is always the case in a crim¬ 
inal prosecution, the more stories 
the defendants tell about a partic¬ 
ular incident, the more their cred¬ 
ibility is damaged,” said Kendell. 

Kendell added that she sharply 
disagrees with Knoller’s insistence 
that Whipple could have avoided 
the mauling if she had simply en¬ 
tered her apartment when Bane 
first lunged at her. 

“Diane was terrified of those 
dogs and given the chance, there’s 
no doubt in my mind that she 


would do everything she could 
have to protect herself from being 
around them,” said Kendell. 

Neither the prosecution nor 
defense attorneys returned the Bay 
Area Reporters calls by press time. 
Tammy was not among the 129 
witnesses the prosecution named 
so far. Whether she will be added 
to the witness list in light of the 
Rolling Stone article is unknown. 

Meanwhile, on Monday, Feb¬ 
ruary 4, San Francisco Superior 
Court Judge James Warren ruled 
that letters to Schneider from 
Noel and Knoller would be ad¬ 
missible as evidence despite the 
defense’s claim that the corre¬ 
spondence is protected under the 
attorney-client privilege. The de¬ 
fense also lost a fight to keep out 
any mention of an association be¬ 
tween the couple and a prison 
gang. Schneider is a member of 
the Aryan Brotherhood gang. 
Warren specified that jurors 
would not be told that the gang 
advocates white supremacy. 

Warren handed the defense a 
victory when he decided to keep 
out mention of alleged sexual 
contact between the couple and 
their dogs. Lead prosecutor Jim 
Hammer strongly hinted that the 
couple was involved in bestiality 
during one of the recent hearings 
on the case. The defense strongly 
denied the allegatipn. 

Opening statements in the case 
are scheduled to begin February 
19 in downtown Los Angeles. The 
couple is being charged with in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter and 
keeping a mischievous animal that 
killed a human being. Knoller is 
also being charged with second- 
degree murder. The couple was re¬ 
cently transferred from the San 
Francisco County Jail to a jail in 
downtown Los Angeles, near the 
courthouse. They are being held 
on $1 million bail each. T

Prison healthcare settlement a 
vague victory, some advocates say

class action lawsuit settled by 
' . the California Department 

of Corrections last week was 
declared in much of the main¬ 
stream media as a statewide victo¬ 
ry for prisoners’ medical needs. 
The resolution is expected to effec¬ 
tively end Plata v. Davis, a lawsuit 
brought last year by the nonprofit 
Prison Law Office on behalf of 
prisoners who suffered insufficient 
care that resulted in deteriorated 
health and even death. One man 
with AIDS, for instance, charged 
that his pain medications were 
consistently cut off without reason. 
Another man, serving two years for 
drug possession, was refused treat¬ 
ment for oral pain and died from 
what should have been curable 
tongue cancer. 

Under the settlement, the state 
must create and adhere to medical 
care standards inside prison walls, 
and commit significant resources 
to ensure timely access to ade¬ 
quate care. New procedures - 
which may take years to imple¬ 
ment - call for nurses to be avail¬ 


able in prison emergency rooms 
on a 24-hour basis, time limits 
within which prisoners must re¬ 
ceive treatment, and an indepen¬ 
dent panel to oversee the Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections’ progress. 

“Today, medical care in the 
California Department of Correc¬ 
tions is a disaster waiting to hap¬ 
pen,” said a statement from Don¬ 
ald Specter, director of the Prison 
Law Office. “This settlement will 
save lives and prevent injury by 
ensuring that all prisoners are 
treated according to minimally ac¬ 
ceptable medical standards.” 

But some local prison activists 
cautioned that while the settle¬ 
ment does call for some beneficial 
measures, the deal sprang from a 
too-cozy relationship between the 
Prison Law Office and the state 
and was negotiated without di¬ 
verse community input. Further¬ 
more, activists noted that the in¬ 
humane conditions inside prisons 
will take more than a few broad 
guidelines to fix, as requiring 
treatment is not very helpful when 
a prison doctor is unlicensed or 
not trained in adult or specialty 
medicine. 


“The lawsuit is a stark re¬ 
minder that healthcare has not 
improved,” said Judy Greenspan 
of the HIV and Hepatitis C Com¬ 
mittee of California Prison Focus. 
“Activists in the community did 
not know much about this lawsuit 
but we hope it will put pressure on 
the California Department of 
Corrections to improve its incred¬ 
ibly substandard care.” T

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Britt’s voting record 


ormer Supervisor Harry Britt’s dismal 
voting record while on the Board of 
Supervisors should be a big concern 
for voters as they decide whether to elect 
him to represent the 13th Assembly District 
in Sacramento. Because the district is so 
heavily Democratic, the winner of the 
March 5 primary likely will face minimal 
opposition in the November general elec¬ 
tion. An analysis of his voting record shows 
that Britt missed 6,019 votes - or 21 percent 

- of the 29,264 votes that came before the 
full board during his tenure (1979-1992). 
That’s a lot of votes. And while we couldn’t 
find any instances in which votes missed by 
Britt resulted in the failure of a resolution 
or ordinance, it nevertheless clearly demon¬ 
strates to us that Britt didn’t care very much 
about showing up at board meetings, or 
sticking around to cast votes on numerous 
matters. 

If he couldn’t show up at City Hall, can 
we count on him to show up in Sacramen¬ 
to, where the political stakes are even high¬ 
er and his attendance would be even more 
important? We say no, we cannot count on 
Harry Britt. 

Britt’s supporters can argue that some of 
the missed votes were “procedural” or not 
vital because the item in question was 
passed anyway. They can also argue that it 
takes two votes by the board (usually in con¬ 
secutive weeks) to pass a measure (once 
Britt voted on an item it wasn’t imperative 
for him to vote the second time). We don’t 
buy those specious arguments. Britt was not 
appointed - and later elected and re-elected 

- to the Board of Supervisors so that he 
could decide when or if to attend meetings. 
He was elected to the board in large part to 
attend meetings and to cast votes on behalf 
of city residents. His abysmal missed vote 
record - which peaked at a whopping 46 
percent in 1991 - was never below 7 percent 
in his 14 years on the board. That’s more 
than triple the missed vote record of Britt’s 
chief opponent in the Assembly race. Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno, whose missed vote 
record is 2 percent. 

A supervisor must be concerned with 
local government issues, such as closing 
streets for Gay Games II (Britt missed vote), 
establishing hot water standards for renters 
(Britt missed vote), and authorizing ballot 
arguments for domestic partner initiatives 


(Britt missed votes). In San Francisco, a su¬ 
pervisor must also take a stand on behalf of 
this famously liberal city for racial or social 
injustice, such as fighting apartheid (Britt 
missed vote), urging the need for police 
sensitivity training (Britt missed vote), and 
opposing a PG&E rate hike (Britt 
missed vote). Ordinances, in par¬ 
ticular, are important because 
they change or make new city , 
laws if signed by the mayor. The 
board’s job is legislative, and that 
includes ordinances as well as reso¬ 
lutions. 

Britt wasn’t there for more than 
6,000 of those votes. 

It’s not just the LGBT or 
AIDS votes Britt missed that 
concern us. Britt missed votes 
on an array of items, including abortion 
rights, housing, rent control, protecting mi¬ 
norities, the environment, and health care, 
to name a few. 

An assemblymember needs to show up 
and vote on myriad bills in the Assembly. 


Coalitions need to be forged with other 
members and common ground found so 
that these fellow legislators will be in a po¬ 
sition to reciprocate those efforts by voting 
for LGBT and HIV/AIDS bills when they 
come to the floor. And when it comes to 
votes for LGBT bills in the Assembly, the 
bottom line is that we need every vote 
we can muster. California is largely a 
conservative state and is currently 
being run by an extremely centrist 
governor. (We might even have a Re¬ 
publican next year if Gray Davis loses 
re-election.) Many Democrats in the 
Assembly have to be prodded to do 
‘ the right thing in supporting 
LGBT legislation; some of 
them oppose such bills. 

After years of successful 
leadership by Carole Migden and Kevin 
Shelley, San Francisco will be sending two 
rookie legislators to Sacramento after the 
November election. We don’t need one of 
them to be someone with a 21 percent 
missed vote record. T

oday (Thursday, February 7) marks 
J the second annual National Black 
HIV/AIDS Awareness Day. The fact 
that this day was incorporated into Black 
History Month is both slightly sad and yet 
somewhat appropriate, considering the his¬ 
toric impact HIV/AIDS continues to have 
on the black community. In any case, many 
people question artificial constructs such as 
Black History Month, which is celebrated to 
varying degrees every February. What is its 
purpose? Who all should participate, and in 
what fashion? How would a particular Black 
History Month be judged a success? All dif¬ 
ficult questions, and regardless of how (or 
even if) they are answered, the concept of 
highlighting a segment of American society 
will surely continue to endure. If nothing 
else, we are provided with an opportunity, 
artificially constructed or not, to assess the 
current state of the black community. 

To begin with, however, one might seri¬ 
ously posit that there is no real “black com¬ 
munity” in San Francisco. That, for a variety 
of historical reasons and other factors, this 
city does not have the geographical, cultur¬ 
al, and sociological center for blacks that 
most other major U.S. cities have. Consid¬ 
ering the ongoing gentrification occurring 
in the Bay Area, and the continuing disre¬ 
gard for the shrinking number of blacks 
who do continue to live in San Francisco, it’s 
a wonder there are still any in the city at all. 
Factors such as a lack of affordable housing, 
the absence of decent jobs and living wages, 
and a continuing (and, unfortunately, as re¬ 


cent events suggest, an increasing) cycle of 
violence all contribute to a continuing 
struggle - to put it mildly - that Bay Area 
blacks face in making a good life for them¬ 
selves and their families. The struggle is not 
new, however. Blacks have a long, proud, 
and often successful history of fighting for 
the basic civil rights that all Americans 
should enjoy: freedom of speech, press, 
and religion; fair housing and em¬ 
ployment; education and desegrega¬ 
tion; the right to vote (particularly 
compelling considering the recent 
irregularities in Florida). 

HowevetC a right seldom men¬ 
tioned with these, but one that is 
surely the most important 
of all is health. Indeed, 
health is our greatest civil 
right for without it, the 
rest are useless. If you are sick, you can’t 
work. You can’t go to school. You can’t pro¬ 
vide for and nurture your family. And, un¬ 
fortunately, it is the lack of concern for this 
most basic of civil rights - health - that con¬ 
tributes to so many of the challenges blacks 
continue to face. In America, AIDS is the 
leading cause of death for most blacks. De¬ 
spite all the attention the epidemic has re¬ 
ceived, despite the daily and mind-numbing 
statistics, despite the best efforts of too few 
concerned citizens, AIDS (along with many 
other health problems, to be sure) continues 
to disproportionately affect the black com¬ 
munity. And, again, a community that does 
not have its health cannot possibly hope to 
adequately respond to its other challenges. 

It’s easy to point fingers and worry about 
who is to blame for the poor state of this 


very basic civil right; unfortunately, that will 
get us nowhere. Everyone must accept re¬ 
sponsibility - for both his/her own health, 
and for promoting the health of others. 
Black-led institutions and organizations 
need to be developed and expanded to lead 
this fight, and must do so with more gusto. 
Outside groups, including (and especially) 
the media, should help more. When one 
segment of society suffers, we all do; both 
literally and figuratively. Until blacks are no 
longer dying at disproportionate 
rates, until their health is re¬ 
stored individually, we will not 
be able to work at building the 
healthy black community that 
needs to be built. 

Lost in the debate 
concerning HIV as a 
cause of AIDS is the real¬ 
ization that systemic, historic challenges 
faced by the black community have con¬ 
tributed to the unbalanced effect that AIDS 
has had on blacks. To be able to continue 
fighting these ongoing challenges, the com¬ 
munity must first be made healthy. Blacks 
can do this on their own, certainly; they can 
do it much faster with the help and concern 
of our neighbors. Either way, the one factor 
that we must never lose sight of, the one 
thing no one can take away, is hope. And 
where there is life, there is hope. T

In the early 1970s, when our 
modern civil rights movement was being born it was 
Falcon, and other early industry studios, that were on 
the front lines of First Amendment legal battles for 
our community (HRC, the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force and Lambda Legal Defense didn’t even 
exist yet). And it was Falcon, after AIDS emerged, 
which became an industry leader in safe-sex portray¬ 
als. It is good that we remember this history and it is 
amazing that we can honor it without shame and 
without apology.

(“Chuck”) Holmes, founder of Falcon Studios, whose 
estate contributed $1 million to the center building 
fund. 

What happened between September 2000 and Jan¬ 
uary 2002 to elevate the late Chuck Holmes to the sta¬ 
tus of “community hero/heroine, leader or mentor”? 
Oh, yeah, $1 million dollars. 

Harry Hay, who has called San Francisco home for 
the last several years, is a true community hero, leader, 
and mentor. In November 1950 he founded the Mat- 
tachine Society, which became, in effect, the parent 
organization of the modern gay movement. After Hay 
was removed from leadership in 1953, the Mattachine 
headquarters moved to San Francisco, heralding our 
city’s role as eventual gay mecca for the world. In 1955 
the Daughters of Bilitis was founded in San Francis¬ 
co, and along with the Mattachine Society, began what 
was called the homophile movement. In 1964, SIR 
(the Society for Individual Rights) was formed here 
as an alternative to the then-conservative policies of 
the Mattachine Society. In 1977, Harvey Milk rode a 
new wave of homosexual visibility and pride to be¬ 
come one of the country’s first elected gay officials. 

There are any number of great hero/heroines, lead¬ 
ers and mentors that we could have called upon to 
name our new center. Did we have to settle for the 
highest bidder?

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Simon narrows 
Riordan lead in polls

or months now, one poll 
after another has suggested 
that former Los Angeles 
Mayor Richard Riordan was a 
sure winner in the March 5 Re¬ 
publican gubernatorial primary.

Two polls released last week, how¬ 
ever, now indicate that Riordan, 
while still in the lead, faces a late 
challenge from a conservative Re¬ 
publican to win the nomination 
and go on to face incumbent De¬ 
mocratic Governor Gray Davis in 
November. 

The latest Field Poll, as well as 
a poll done by the Los Angeles 
Times, clearly shows wealthy busi¬ 
nessman William E. Simon, con-

sidered a third-place long shot 
only a month ago, now has passed 
Secretary of State Bill Jones and 
is gaining on Riordan in the Re¬ 
publican race for governor. 
Simon, a transplanted New York 
multimillionaire, has been spend¬ 
ing a lot of his personal fortune on 
television ads and has hired top- 
notch cam.paign consultants. 
Simon has also run a series of en¬ 
dorsement ads featuring former 
New York City Mayor Rudolph 
Giuliani. 

With an early primary this year 
and few California voters yet fo¬ 
cused on the March 5 election, 
television plays an even more im¬ 
portant part in the campaign, and 
Simon appears to have made par¬ 
ticularly smart use of his televi¬ 
sion ad purchases. 

Both Simon and Riordan have 
bought a lot of television time, but 
Riordan was already well-known 
and the television time seems to 
have benefited Simon the most - 
particularly those impressive Giu¬ 
liani ads that forcefully tout 
Simon’s ability. 

While the recent polls show Ri¬ 
ordan still in front, Simon’s exces¬ 
sive television purchases appear to 


have made a huge difference as he 
has passed Jones and is thought to 
be closing in on Riordan’s lead as 
well. Indeed, if the usual conserv¬ 
ative Republican faithful come out 
on March 5, an upset could well 
be in the making with Simon 
emerging as the Republican nom¬ 
inee. 

For weeks, Riordan seemed to 
have the television airwaves to 
himself, using his ads solely as a 
means of attacking incumbent 
Gray Davis, while ignoring his two 
Republican opponents. Suddenly 
a combination of Simon’s highly 
effective ads featuring the pop¬ 
ular former New York 
City mayor as well as a 
barrage of ads from the 
Davis camp attacking Ri¬ 
ordan on the one area he 
appears most vulnera¬ 
ble - abortion - has 
changed the playing 
field. Davis’s 
biting ads at¬ 
tacking Rior¬ 
dan on his 
mixed record on abortion appear 
to be having an effect, and have 
forced Riordan to reply to the at¬ 
tacks - something no campaign 
ever wants to do. 

Davis’s campaign ads point out 
that Riordan, despite his current 
claim of being pro-choice, has in¬ 
deed made large contributions in 
the past to anti-choice causes, in¬ 
cluding a $10,000 donation in re¬ 
cent years to an anti-abortion 
group and more than $40,000 to 
local and federal candidates who 
oppose abortion rights. The Davis 
television spots ask: “Who is the 
real Richard Riordan”? and 
“Where does Riordan really stand 
on a woman’s right to choose”? 

Simon’s poll numbers have im¬ 
proved to the point that some Re¬ 
publicans who appeared willing to 
overlook Riordan’s “moderate” 
pro-gay, anti-gun, pro-choice 
claims, now are taking a second 
look at the Simon campaign. 

Simon, who like Riordan is 
Catholic, freely admits he opposes 
abortion but says: “On abortion, 
there’s not a lot a governor can do. 
Does that mean my opponents 
won’t attack me? No. They will. 
But I’d like to get off of those is¬ 
sues as much as I can.” 

Simon likes to bring up issues 
such as the state economy, more 
public-private partnerships in 
schools, road construction, and 
the state’s utilities. 

Adding to Riordan’s woes, 
many Republican observers feel 
that he failed to come across im¬ 
pressively in the first televised de¬ 
bate last month, where he repeat¬ 
edly referred to notes while both 
Simon and Jones appeared better 
prepared and relaxed; there are 
two more statewide televised de¬ 
bates scheduled before the prima- 
ry.- 

Some Republicans fear, howev¬ 
er, that the race between Simon 
and Riordan in the next four 
weeks could get so bitter that the 
party would again be left wound¬ 
ed and Davis, who the Los Angeles 
Times poll actually has ahead of 
Riordan now for the first time, 
could win again in November. 
Simon’s campaign has definitely 
caught on fire while Riordan has 
been forced to reply to attacks 
from the Davis camp. Watch this 
Simon-Riordan race for the next 
few weeks; this one is going to be 
fun.

Warren Heilman, Florence 
Fang, and the Gap’s Donald Fish¬ 
er are among the sponsors of a 
high-ticket fundraiser for Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden’s cam¬ 
paign for a seat on the state Board 
of Equalization to be held at Citi¬ 
zen Cake on Hayes Street Febru¬ 
ary 21. 

At City Hall there are plenty of 
whispers that Assessor Doris 
Ward’s re-election chances are di¬ 
minishing weekly (too much neg¬ 
ative press). 

Others are telling me that 
school board member 
Dan Kelly’s race for 
the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation in the 12th 
Assembly District is 
picking up steam. 

In the 13 th Assem¬ 
bly District race. Su¬ 
pervisor Mark 
Leno has 
picked up the 
endorsements 
of Rescue 
Muni, the Affordable Housing Al¬ 
liance, and the RFK Demo Club; 
while both the Sierra Club and the 
California League of Conserva¬ 
tion Voters have co-endorsed 
Leno and his opponent, Harry 
Britt. 

Tuesday, February 19 is the 
deadline to register to vote in the 
March 5 primary election or to 
change your party affiliation. On 
March 5, registered Democrats 
and Republicans will be handed 
ballots for their respective party 
primaries. Those registered as “de¬ 
cline to state,” however, will get a 
choice of which party’s primary, if 
any, they wish to vote in. If they 
don’t want to vote in any party’s 
primary, they will get a ballot con¬ 
taining only races for nonpartisan 
offices and for local and state ini¬ 
tiatives, and will not be allowed to 
vote for members of county cen¬ 
tral comnlittees. 

Gore and Clinton (again): Last 
week this column mentioned De¬ 
mocratic presidential possibilities 
in 2004 without as much as a 
mention of Al Gore. What a dif¬ 
ference a week makes. The former 
vice president, who received half a 
million more votes for president 
in 2000 than did George W. 
Bush, made it clear that he isn’t 
ready to be ruled out of the 2004 
Democratic contest just yet. Gore 
indicated that he is very much a 
player in the Democratic Party by 
announcing that he had formed a 
political action committee to help 
Democratic congressional candi¬ 
dates this election year. Recently, 
Gore said: “I am excited to contin¬ 
ue to work with my colleagues on 
the issues that are so important to 
all Americans. In this critical elec¬ 
tion year, I look forward to stand¬ 
ing with Democratic candidates 
all across the country.” The former 
veep then went to Nashville last 
Saturday night and addressed a 
party fundraiser dinner where he 
attacked Bush’s economic policy, 
his lack of protection for the envi¬ 
ronment, and campaign finance 
reform, and more importantly, di¬ 
rectly linked the Bush administra¬ 
tion to the growing Enron scan¬ 
dal. Meanwhile, former President 
Bill Clinton appeared in Califor¬ 
nia last week drawing big crowds 
in San Francisco where he helped 
raise $400,000 for Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer’s next election. He

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A transgendered coming of age

recently attended a cotillion. 

Now it wasn’t a white dress 

affair put on by a group of 
high-society dames, presenting 
their debutante daughters to their 
clique of friends and well-wishers. 
This one was put on by Transgen¬ 
der San Francisco, and serves 
not only as a place for new¬ 
comers to meet new friends 
within the community, but 
is a local pageant and 
fundraiser. 

Still, it was a “coming 
out party,” and 
did show that 
something was 
finally maturing: 
the transgender community. Be¬ 
yond the tiaras and glitter that 
made up the TGSF cotillion, there 
were signs of blossoming adult¬ 
hood. 

It is very different from when I 
first attended a similar event, just 
about a decade ago. At that trans¬ 
vestite/transsexual (the word 
transgender, while in use, was still 
not the agreed term) convention, 
there were clear walls within the 
community, and the big squabbles 
were all about who was and who 
wasn’t a part. Transsexuals were 
against crossdressers, cross¬ 
dressers against transsexuals - and 
both had a lot of anxiety toward 
the gay and lesbian community. 
Nobody seemed to understand 
what it all meant to work as a 
community and - more impor¬ 
tantly - very few even wanted to 
find out. 


Amongst transgendered peo¬ 
ple, there was not even agreement 
on the need to continue to fight 
for rights. Most felt that they ei¬ 
ther had all they needed, or be¬ 
lieved they were unable to risk try¬ 
ing to gain more. 

As I hinted at before, this was a 
group that could not even agree 
on what to call themselves, let 
alone be able to come to 
any agreement on what 
they wanted to achieve 
together. This nascent 
community was very 
much in a state of infantile 
neediness - or at best, 
teenage angst. 

It is nothing 
short of amaz¬ 
ing to think 
that this disparate group of the 
early 1990s is now where it is 
today. But let me back up a mo¬ 
ment, and explain what I saw at 
the cotillion that makes me think 
that this is a community reaching 
maturity. 

The cotillion was an event that 
seemed to be open to all, and the 
need to separate people into their 
subgroups was largely gone. Fe- 
male-to-male and male-to-female 
transgendered individuals shared 
the stage and the event, and wel¬ 
comed all orientations. 

That last part is important: the 
transgender “community” of a 
decade ago was mainly focused on 
defining themselves on what they 
were not, and one of the biggest 
“nots” was that transgendered 
people were not gay. It was a sim¬ 
ple case of not wanting to be asso¬ 
ciated with “that.” 
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This was a time when 
adding a “T” to the end of 
an organization’s name was 
still novel, so it is ironic that 
this was the same argument 
that many gay and lesbian 
organizations had about in¬ 
cluding transgendered peo¬ 
ple - they too did not want 
to be confused with those 
funny-looking guys in 
dresses. 

This was not the world 
of the 2002 TGSF cotillion, 
where members of the 
leather community, per¬ 
formers from the Bay Area 
Chapter of the Golden State 
Gay Rodeo Association and 
GAPA Dance Company, and 
at least one of our own Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence 
shared the spotlight with 
longtime transgender com¬ 
munity members. I suspect 
I will see this unity contin¬ 
ue at the upcoming 
trans/genderqueer/drag/ 
whatever party to open the 
new community center. 

There was another big 
difference. This was an 
event attended by contes¬ 
tants in a much bigger pageant - 
those running in the primary elec¬ 
tion in March. 

The community I saw a decade 
ago could hardly fathom the 
thought of approaching political 
leaders, let alone host two of the 
candidates for state Assembly. For 
me, it was an eye opener to hear 
from both Mark Leno and Harry 
Britt, and see both of them court¬ 
ing the vote of my community. To 
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hear politicians discuss how one 
will do a better job than the other 
in securing transgendered rights is 
a large step from the where the 
community was a decade ago. 

Not only were both Britt and 
Leno there, but Theresa Sparks, a 
candidate for citywide election to 
the San Francisco Democratic 
County Central Committee was 
present, and served as a judge for 
the pageant. A decade ago, a 
transperson might not dare dream 
of political office - now we have 
seen two transgendered candi¬ 
dates for the Board of Supervisors 
in the last election, and now have 
Sparks in the current one. 

There are other signs of matu¬ 
rity beyond this one-night event. 


We are now seeing transgen¬ 
dered people, more often 
than not, being seen as 
something other than freaks. 
Even the media - Jerry 
Springer, CS/, and First Mon¬ 
day notwithstanding - are 
coming to realize that there 
are real people in the trans¬ 
gendered community. 

We’ve also become a seri¬ 
ous legal issue, with court 
cases springing up all over 
the country, attempting to 
determine the rights one has 
when they alter their gender 
presentation. Sometimes, we 
are even victorious in the 
court of law. 

There is a cost to our ma¬ 
turity, too: it means that the 
transgender community is a 
larger target to extremists 
who are afraid of those who 
are different from their own 
skewed concepts of so-called 
family values. Fred Phelps 
knows that the transgendered 
community exists, as do his 
more liberal contemporaries. 

Yet, as a community that 
has reached maturity, we 
have the ability to face our 
problems as adults, and look for 
mature answers to these adver¬ 
saries. We can go beyond a child¬ 
ish mire of identity politics and 
self-sabotage, and finally take our 
place as a community that has 
reached adulthood. 

So I applaud the coming of age 
of the transgendered community. 
We’ve got many years ahead of us, 
and I trust we’ll make the best of 
them. T

Conference approaches 
gender from all angles

ne might not think that 

John Wayne Bobbitt, phar¬ 
macology, and feminist the¬ 
ory have all that much in com¬ 
mon. Yet the infamous victim of a 
penis chop, the study of physio¬ 
logical effects of modern medi¬ 
cine, and the social critique of sex 
inequities will all be discussed in 
depth at “The Persistence of Gen¬ 
der,” a gender conference with 
unique representation taking 
place at Stanford University to¬ 
morrow (Friday, February 8), and 
Saturday, February 9. 

This is not your ordinary queer 
or trans-specific gender confer¬ 
ence, as it is one of the first - if not 
only - to deliberately seek input 
from presenters with different ap¬ 
proaches to gender. Biological sci¬ 
entists, literary theorists, intersex 
activists, and others will all be on 
hand to learn from and challenge 
each other’s viewpoints on what 
makes gender and what gender 
makes. 

While there has been a long¬ 
standing culture war between the 
humanities and the sciences, 
noted Penny Eckert, director of 
the feminist studies program at 
Stanford, the conference will not 
be a war but rather a way to facil¬ 
itate communication and under¬ 
standing and bring new ideas to 
the table. Stanford’s Humanities 


Center, Committee on Cultural 
and Biological Diversity, the Insti¬ 
tute for Research on Women and 
Gender, and the Program in the 
History and Philosophy of Science 
all joined forces to coordinate the 
guests and discussions. 

“The people coming to this, I 
don’t think they’ve heard one an¬ 
other,” said Joan Roughgarden, a 
professor of biological sciences 
and geophysics, as well as a trans¬ 
gender woman who ran for San 
Francisco supervisor in District 6 
in 2000. 

Issues of gender and sexuality 
interest scientists as well as hu¬ 
manists, said Roughgarden, so 
both groups should be familiar 
with each other’s primary litera¬ 
ture. 

Multiple gender norms beyond 
the male-female model, hormones 
and behavior, intersex as a non¬ 
gender issue, biology versus cul¬ 
ture, and pornography are just a 
few of the topics that will be ad¬ 
dressed during the two-day ex¬ 
change of ideas. 

The conference is free and 
open to the public and runs from 
10 a.m. until approximately 9 p.m. 
on Friday and from 10 a.m. to 3:15 
p.m. on Saturday. Registration is 
not required.

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Activists arrested at WEF protests in NY

he World Economic Forum, 
a gathering of many of the 
world’s foremost business 
and government leaders, took 
place this past weekend in New 
York City, moving from its usual 
location in Davos, a Swiss ski re¬ 
sort. 

Massive protests by global jus¬ 
tice activists have come to be ex¬ 
pected at international financial 
and government convocations 
ever since the World Trade Orga¬ 
nization meeting in Seattle in No¬ 
vember 1999, and New York City 
was no exception. Still raw from 
September 11 and wary of the 
property destruction that has oc¬ 
curred at past protests, the city’s 
police were out in force, patrolling 
seemingly every block in midtown 
Manhattan. 

ACT UP/New York kicked off 
the weekend of protests at dawn 
on Thursday, January 31, as mem¬ 
bers attempted to hang two ban¬ 
ners at downtown and midtown 
locations. The activists were 
protesting what they say is a 
“measly” contribution by the U.S. 
to the global AIDS fund and de¬ 
manding that corporations in 
poor countries pay for treatment 
for their employees with HIV. 
“Super-profitable corporations 
like Coke and Shell can afford to 
pay for treatment for all of their 
workers with HIV/AIDS, but their 
greed stops them,” said Sharonann 
Lynch, one of those arrested. 

According to Mark Milano, 
who was also arrested, “The World 
Economic Forum is endorsing 
mass death by skirting the issue of 
access to affordable AIDS drugs.” 
Milano and another man were re¬ 
leased Thursday afternoon. Lynch 
and four other women were held 
overnight on charges including 
burglary and reckless endanger- 
ment. 

Inside the summit, U2 singer 
Bono and Microsoft chairman Bill 
Gates called on government and 
business leaders to increase their 
funding of global AIDS and other 
health programs. Referring to the 
many people with AIDS in poor 
countries Bono said, “We can’t af¬ 
ford to let them die.” 

Larger mass actions got under 
way last Friday evening with a 
vigil, pagan ritual, and spiral 
dance in Washington Square Park, 
coordinated by San Francisco ac¬ 
tivist Starhawk and others. Police 
surrounded participants at all 
times, but no arrests occurred. 

Saturday saw the weekend’s 
largest protest, at which three dif¬ 
ferent mobilizations converged in 
the streets surrounding the Wal¬ 
dorf Astoria Hotel, site of the 
WEF gathering. The Reclaim the 
Streets march with its samba band 
was joined by the Anti-Capitalist 
Convergence, better known as the 
“black bloc.” An ad hoc coalition

calling itself “Another World is 
Possible” brought out several 
thousand demonstrators. Many 
protesters carried puppets, in¬ 
cluding a large orange dragon 
steered by a dozen activists. A 
small group of queer protesters 
wearing “Anti-Capitalist Tranny 
Brigade” stickers marched with a 
Palestinian solidarity contingent. 
ANSWER, the anti-war group 
sponsored by the International 
Action Coalition, brought out 
thousands more. 

Altogether an estimated 10- 
15,000 activists rallied near the 
Waldorf, facing off against 4,000 
police. While the protest was 
smaller than those earlier this year 
in Quebec City, Gothenburg, Swe¬ 
den, and Genoa, Italy, the num¬ 
bers were larger than expected 
given the decreased tolerance of 
dissent following last fall’s terror¬ 
ist attacks. Union members did 
not mobilize in large numbers for 
Saturday’s march, although about 
1,000 did rally Thursday in front 
of a Gap store on 5th Avenue after 
being denied a march permit. 

At several points police divid-

ed the march and made what ac¬ 
tivists claimed were unprovoked 
attacks on protesters, especially 
members of the black bloc, some 
of whom wore bandannas over 
their faces in defiance of the city’s 
anti-mask law. Police used pepper 
spray and tackled several demon¬ 


strators, but did not use tear gas or 
water cannons on the crowd at 
large, as has happened at previous 
large protests. In front of the Wal¬ 
dorf, protesters were directed into 
barricaded “protest pens” where 
they remained until sundown. Po¬ 
lice eventually allowed the ac¬ 
tivists to leave in small groups. 
During the day nearly 40 activists 
were arrested. 

In the late afternoon, a couple 
hundred demonstrators con¬ 
verged in nearby Grand Central 
Station. As the activists were dis¬ 
persing, a female-to-male trans- 
gendered protester was arrested by 
police when he attempted to use 
the men’s restroom in the station. 
He was held for 24 hours before 
being released. 

Saturday’s relative calm was 
shattered on Sunday when the 
ACC attempted to hold a “snake 
march” through the lower east 
side. Protesters marching in the 
street were surrounded by police 
and nearly 90 were arrested. Later 
in the day, some 300 protesters 
taking part in an animal liberation 
march on the wealthy upper east 


side were also surrounded by po¬ 
lice and split into smaller groups, 
eventually resulting in another 60 
arrests. The weekend’s only re¬ 
ported incident of property dam¬ 
age took place as activists targeted 
the residence of an investor in 
Huntington Life Sciences, which 
protesters say practices cruelty to 
beagles and other laboratory ani¬ 
mals; several windows were bro¬ 
ken and red paint was thrown on 
the building. 

On Monday, the Bay Area Art 
and Revolution group coordinat¬ 
ed a protest of a few hundred peo¬ 
ple at the midtown offices of 
Arthur Andersen to protest An¬ 
dersen’s involvement in the ongo¬ 
ing Enron scandal. 

As the weekend drew to a 
close, dozens of activists re¬ 
mained in jail,- mostly on charges 
such as disturbing the peace, 
blocking traffic, and gathering 
without a permit. Lawyers for the 
protesters said the delay amount¬ 
ed to preventive detention and 
contravened a recent city law that 
mandates quick release of misde¬ 
meanor defendants. T

Groups flood center staff with rental requests 


for gay couples to have their “wed¬ 
dings.” The space can accommo¬ 
date 183 people and rents for $115 
an hour on weekends, $95 on 
weekdays. It is adjacent to an out¬ 
door terrace with sweeping views 
of the city. 

“I think it has one of the most 
stunning views anywhere in the 
city. You can see all of downtown, 
the Castro, the whole Mission, and 
it is has southern exposure so it 
gets beautiful light all day long,” 
enthused Poulos, who has 
planned several gay weddings. “It 
is a nice transition from inside 
and out. In this gorgeous room 
there is a shear wall of glass that 
looks on to the balcony. There are 
very few spaces that have windows 
20 feet high.” 

Kathleen Crandall, a real estate 
broker, and Lori Gitter, an inten¬ 
sive care nurse, will become one of 
the first couples to declare them¬ 
selves domestic partners in the 
building. 

Together for five years, and al¬ 
ready domestic partners with the 
city of Berkeley, the pair will sign 
up for the state’s registry on 
Valentine’s Day. Sponsored by 
Our Family Coalition, the signing 
ceremony is expected to draw any¬ 
where from 20 to 60 couples. 

Crandall said not only do she 
and Gitter want to reap the bene¬ 
fits of the state’s expanded domes¬ 
tic partners law under AB25, but 
they also want to take part in 
christening the center. 

“My partner’s from New York 
and they have had a center there 
for years. The fact that San Fran¬ 
cisco hasn’t had one and now we 
do; it is history,” said Crandall, the 
coalition’s board president. “This 
is the first time San Francisco - 
this major gay mecca - will open 
its doors to this special place for 
gays and lesbians and their fami¬ 
lies. It really feels like being a part 
of history in the making.” 

According to event planners 
and center officials, the building is 
the only gay-owned and -operated 
space of its kind in the city. 

“There is not any other space 
owned by gay people,” said Chan¬ 
da Eddens, the owner of A Unique 
Affair who has helped gay and les¬ 
bian couples plan their commit¬ 
ment ceremonies. 

“The nice thing about the cen¬ 
ter is it is a non-religious spot so 
nobody has to check their religion 
at the door,” added Charlie 
Spiegel, executive director of the 
coalition. 

Even at secular spots, such as 
hotels and various meeting spaces, 
Poulos said there still can be some 
tension in planning gay commit¬ 
ment ceremonies or events there. 

“There is always the feeling ‘Do 
they really want us here?”’ he said. 
“The bonus here is you are in a 
space that doesn’t have any 
qualms of you getting married or 
having a commitment ceremony 
there.” 

Despite all the interest in the 
building, there is one drawback to 
the Center’s spaces: the small sizes. 

“Our spring event is a large 
event and their biggest space is not 
big enough,” explained Norton, re¬ 
ferring to SFAF’s leadership recog¬ 
nition dinner in April. “That event 
draws 900 to 1,000 people.” T

“ onight Peter Poulos will 
work his magic to turn sev¬ 
eral dust-coated floors of 
the new Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Community Center 
into a special setting for a private 
dinner. It will be the building’s 
first test run as host to such an af¬ 
fair. 

“They have promised me it will 
be clean enough to eat off the 
floor,” joked Poulos, the openly 
gay owner of Poulos Brothers, a 
fundraising and event planning 
company. 

As construction crews contin¬ 
ued to put the finishing touches 
on the building, Poulos’s staff set 
the tables for a private party for 
friends of the late Chuck Holmes, 
after whom the building will be 
named, and employees of Falcon 
Studios, the adult male video 
business Holmes founded. 

“We will be serving cocktails 
upstairs with dinner downstairs in 
the Rainbow Room,” said Poulos, 
a friend of Holmes and the cen¬ 
ter’s fundraising and event plan¬ 
ner. “It is carpeted upstairs. It is 
actually quite gorgeous.” 

The event could be considered 
a coming out ball of sorts for the 
center, which will officially open 
in March. Center officials are 
counting on the building becom¬ 
ing the most desired space in the 
city for queer organizations and 
citizens to court for their events. 


And if the message on the 
reservations manager’s voice mail 
is any indication, the center’s 
dance card is filling up fast. 

“If this is a new inquiry [about 
renting space] there is an average 
response time of two days,” states 
Pam Jost, the center’s event coor¬ 
dinator. 

Jost has been fielding 40 phone, 
calls or e-mails daily from people 
inquiring about the building’s 
spaces. She has already booked the 
first commitment ceremony for 
May (“I wouldn’t doubt we would 
schedule one before then too,” she 


said) and a conference next week¬ 
end for the National Union of 
Jewish LGBTQ Students. The 
Black Brothers Esteem dance has 
also been booked. 

“Most requests are for organi¬ 
zational meetings or for classes, ei¬ 
ther from individual organiza-^ 
tions or just independent people 
who teach classes on different is¬ 
sues on sex or gender,” she said. 

The center has two large as¬ 
sembly spaces and 14 meeting 
rooms, as well as lobby spaces for 
rent. The hourly rates for non¬ 
profits range from $10 for a 10- 


person capacity room to $100 for 
the 333-person capacity Rainbow 
Room. For individuals and private 
firms, the prices range from $20 
for the smaller rooms to $150 for 
the largest room. 

The center’s $2.1 million year¬ 
ly budget is based partly on its 
ability to rent out the spaces. Cen¬ 
ter officials expect the rental fees 
to produce one-third of the bud¬ 
get. 

“We are swamped with re¬ 
quests which is certainly great. We 
will certainly be looking at adding 
additional support for Pam to 
handle the requests,” said Dana 
Van Gorder, vice president of the 
center’s board. 

The board is basing its projec¬ 
tions on the building being occu¬ 
pied 50 percent of the time. It has. 
launched a new ad campaign - 
“You’ve come out, now come in” - 
to draw people to the building. 

“Although we anticipate that 
80 percent of the space will be 
booked on evenings and week¬ 
ends, we expect that we would 
have much lower utilization dur¬ 
ing the day,” said Van Gorder. 
“Our task is really to market the 
use of the building during the day 
as well.” 

Over the next two months, 319 
events, meetings, and classes are 
planned for within the 41,000 
square-foot building at 1800 Mar¬ 
ket Street. Most of those are class¬ 
es being offered by City College 
and the Harvey Milk Institute, 
which began using the building in 
January. 

But community groups and 
nonprofit organizations are also 
beginning to book the building 
for their events. The San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation will test out 
the center on Valentine’s Day 
when it moves its “Sexuality and 
Spirituality: Experience the Con¬ 
nection” workshop from its loca¬ 
tion at Sixth and Market into the 
center. 

After staff toured the new 
building last month, SFAF sub¬ 
mitted a proposal to the center to 
hold seven of its “Gay Life” work¬ 
shops in the building. 

“Normally we would have the 
meetings at the foundation, but 
we wanted.to take advantage of 
the center space,” said foundation 
spokesman Reg Norton. “1 
thought the space was great. It 
showed a lot of thought on the 
center’s part for groups’ needs and 
the future needs many groups 
may have.” 

Boosters of the building have 
long billed the fourth floor Cere¬ 
monial Room as the perfect place 
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Bush’s budget slights AIDS funding

' he $2.13 trillion budget that 
President George W. Bush 
submitted to Congress on 
February 4 is a 3.7 percent increase 
over last year. It proposes substan¬ 
tial spending increases for the war 
on terrorism and homeland secu¬ 
rity but little else. AIDS is among 
those areas slated for little or no 
increase in funding. Still, it got off 
better than other areas, ranging 
from highway construction to sub¬ 
sidies for teaching hospitals, where 
actual cuts are being proposed. 

Congress will use the budget 
proposal as a starting point for the 
internal debates and wrangling 
that usually lasts well into the fall. 
AIDS advocates have succeeded in 
past years in winning increased 
funding from Congress, but in¬ 
creasing fiscal pressures will likely 
make that more difficult this year. 

The Department of Health and 
Human Services was concerned 
enough about AIDS that it put out 
a press release touting an increase 
of 8 percent in the AIDS budget, 
bringing those expenditures to a 
total of $12.9 billion. That in¬ 
cludes a 10 percent increase in all 
AIDS research, with a 24 percent 
increase in vaccine research. Much 
of the remaining increase in 
spending will be through Social 
Security programs. 

Buried in the budget minutia is 
a surprising $15 million increase 
for HOPWA, the housing assis¬ 
tance program for people with 
AIDS. A substantial portion of 
this funding traditionally goes to 
New York City. 

However, the primary HIV 
prevention and Ryan White CARE 
Act services programs will be flat 
funded, they will not even receive 
a cost of living increase. 

“We had been led to believe 
ahead of time that there would be 
a 2-3 percent increase,” said Terje 
Anderson, executive director of 
the National Association of Peo¬ 
ple With AIDS. 

“With the rate of medical in¬ 
flation at 11 percent, flat funding 
health care programs translates 
into real reductions in services, 
plain and simple,” said Dn Marsha 
Martin, executive director of the 
AIDS Action Council. 

“Health care costs continue to 
rise while the budget remains flat,” 
said Winnie Stachelberg, political 
director of the Human Rights 
Campaign. “There is a greater de¬ 
mand for care than ever, yet we are 
not providing the proper re¬ 
sources. People will be hurt if the 
budget is not adequately funded 
to meet the growing need.” 

The AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program is one area where it is 
easy to count the hurt. The ADAP 
Working Group noted that right 
now about 2,000 people are on 
state waiting lists to get drugs be¬ 
cause of budget shortfalls. 

Some of them will gain access 
with funding for the new operat¬ 
ing year that begins on April 1. But 
states have their own fiscal crises 
and many are not in a position to 
add more state contributions; in 
fact some states are cutting back 
on support for ADAP. Without 
more federal money, even more 
state programs may soon start 
waiting lists to receive therapy. 

ADAP Working Group chair Bill 
Arnold fears that many states will 
not have the money to add T-20 to 
their drug formulary. That very ex¬ 
pensive new therapy is likely to be 
approved by the FDA later this year. 

One area of prevention slated 
to get more money is abstinence- 
only education programs champi¬ 


oned by social conservatives. The 
Bush budget asks for an addition¬ 
al $33 million or $135 million in 
all. Not only are the programs of 
unproven utility, they most often 
target populations least at risk for 
exposure to HIV. The silver lining 
is that the increase is spread 
among five program areas, with 
little funding coming from the 
HIV parts of the budget. 

“The abstinence-only money is 
pork for the right wing,” said An¬ 
derson. He called it “disappoint¬ 
ing and a waste of money,” but he 
is more concerned with “the im¬ 
pact of conservative views on 
other prevention programs, where 
content may be restricted.” 

“If we truly want to reduce 
transmission of HIV/AIDS and 
other sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases, the federal government 
needs to look at their own re¬ 
search and not waste precious dol¬ 
lars to satisfy personal ideology,” 
said Maureen O’Leary, executive 
director of the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association. 

She believes the abstinence- 
only approach “further marginal¬ 
izes lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬

gender, and questioning youth” 
because it preaches sexual absti¬ 
nence until marriage, while at the 
same time denying marriage to 
them. The options become a life¬ 
time of celibacy or an undercut¬ 
ting of education and disease pre¬ 
vention messages in matters of 
sexual conduct. 

“Young people need to be told 
that there is a vaccine for hepatitis 


A and B, and that condoms exist,” 
said O’Leary. “Ignorance is not 
bliss when it comes to health.” 

“The president’s growing 
record on HIV/AIDS policy indi¬ 
cates that he favors abstinence and 
ignorance over solutions and sci¬ 
ence,” said Chad Johnson, execu¬ 
tive director of National Stonewall 
Democrats. 

AIDS Action’s Martin warned, 
“Without increase in HIV preven¬ 
tion funding, we only ensure that 
we will have to spend more 
money to take care of people liv¬ 
ing with HIV and AIDS.” 

The greater challenge is to 
make more effective use of pre¬ 
vention money that the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion already has in its budget. 
While some AIDS advocates have 
offered off the record criticism of 
CDC leadership and of some pre¬ 
vention efforts, they are hesitant to 
do so publicly when the agency is 
under attack from the right wing. 

The fact that many individuals 
and organizations in a position to 
knowledgeably comment on CDC 
activities also receive substantial 
funding from the CDC may act as 


a form of self-censorship. 

Anderson said there are two 
crucial questions with regard to 
prevention. “Do we know what we 
need to do” in order to further re¬ 
duce the estimated 40,000 new 
HIV infections a year in the US? 
“And, is it possible to do it in the 
present political environment?” 
He believes that at least part of the 
first question remains unan¬ 
swered, and that fears of the sec¬ 
ond may keep people from even 
asking and finding answers to it. 

“This is going to be the worst 
budget year” in-terms of gaining 
increases in Congress, said Ander¬ 
son. “But we’ve played this game 
for several years, and my sense is 
that we won’t see any opposition to 
increases frorn the White House.” 

Arnold added, “There is no loss 
of support for AIDS programs in 
Congress.” But he is afraid that 
they will have to wage the fight for 
increased funding “in the middle 
of the fight for Medicare drug ben¬ 
efit debate” and AIDS may get lost 
in the middle of that struggle. 

“The challenge is to get [AIDS] 
on the political radar screen and 
keep it there,” he said. T 
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Public defender 
candidates debate

n Tuesday, January 29, the 
two candidates for public 
defender faced off in a de¬ 
bate sponsored by the San Fran¬ 
cisco League of Women voters at 
the main public library. 

For the most part, both candi¬ 
dates - Jeff Adachi and Kimiko 
Burton - agreed on the substan¬ 
tive issues about running the of¬ 
fice. Both want to reduce the 
number of inmates at San Fran¬ 
cisco’s youth guidance center. 
Both are nervous about the ero¬ 
sion of civil liberties as a result of 
the war on terrorism. And both 
believe the job of the public de¬ 
fender’s office is critical to provid¬ 
ing 6th Amendment protections 
for the 20,000 defendants it repre¬ 
sents each year. They didn’t even 
disagree much on how this work 
should be done. They just differ 
on who should do it. 

Adachi had been a deputy 
public defender for 15 years and 
was the chief attorney in the of¬ 
fice for three years. A career civil 
servant and criminal defense 
lawyer, he said he was being 
groomed as a successor to then- 
Public Defender Jeff Brown. Bur¬ 
ton, daughter of state Senator 
John Burton (D-San Francisco), 
was appointed to the top job in 
the public defender’s office a year 
ago by Mayor Willie Brown, after 
Jeff Brown, in a surprise move, re¬ 
signed to become a member of 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission. 

On her first day in office Bur¬ 
ton fired Adachi, who had de¬ 
clared his candidacy for public de¬ 
fender, he said, as early as March 
1999. Burton defended the firing 
by saying that, “I wanted a chief of 
staff that I knew. I was not going 
to be precluded from putting to¬ 
gether a management team I 
could trust.”

support the public defender’s of¬ 
fice. 

Adachi said he would continue 
to personally represent clients at 
trial while Burton’s style during 
her year in office has been more 
hands-off. Adachi said that he 
would try more cases “not deal 
them out,” he said, to make sure 
the district attorney’s office knows 
that the public defender will go to 
trial when necessary. 

During the debate, Burton said 
that she would try cases, but that, 
“You gotta know when to hold 
’em and when to fold ’em.” 

But how to run the office was 
less the issue in the debate than 
how the candidates are running 
for it. 

So far Burton has raised over 
$500,000 in campaign funds 
against Adachi’s $200,000 in a race 
where both candidates have 
agreed to a spending limit of 
$176,000. Adachi charged that 
Burton is getting the benefit of her 
famous father’s political machine 
and said that Senator Burton has 
gotten his political allies to come 
to the aid of his daughter. 


“Why raise $500,000 to spend 
$176,000?” asked Adachi, who 
then charged that 77 percent of 
Burton’s contributions come from 
outside of San Francisco. 

Some of the most lively mo¬ 
ments in the debate occurred 
when Adachi claimed that Burton 
is the beneficiary of “soft money,” 
citing signs around town that 
were paid for by a statewide fire¬ 
fighters union. Burton countered 
that she does not “control people 
in California to decide what they 
will do on my behalf.” 

San Francisco is one of the few 
cities in the U.S. that elects its 
public defender. This is the first 
time in more than 20 years that 
the office has been contested. 

Burton’s supporters include 
U.S. Senators Dianne Feinstein 
and Barbara Boxer, Congress- 
woman Nancy Pelosi, Senator 
Burton, the mayor, and much of 
San Francisco’s Democratic Party 
establishment. 

Supervisors Tom Ammiano, 
Jake McGoldrick, Gerardo San¬ 
doval and a coalition of progres¬ 
sive interests back Adachi.

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Adachi has claimed that he is 
the more experienced of the two. 
He cites his 15 years as a deputy in 
the office, his 50 felony trials to 
Burton’s five and his experience in 
managing the department’s $13.1 
million budget as chief attorney, 
work that he said Burton hired an 
outside consultant to do. 

“I’m the only candidate who 
has handled a homicide or a 
three-strikes case,” Adachi said, 
adding that, “it’s essential that the 
lawyers know the boss has fought 
those battles before.” 

Burton worked for nearly five 
years as a deputy public defender 
and left to head the Mayor’s 
Criminal Justice Council where 
she said she helped bring in $50 
million in grant money to help

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rapher Richard Flores. The three 
are all African American and al¬ 
lege in their 50-page complaint 
that the station discriminated 
against them based on their race, 
national origin, gender, and phys¬ 
ical disability. 

The complaint was filed in San 
Francisco Superior Court on 
Monday, January 28 and is expect¬ 
ed to be heard in June. The three 
are seeking a jury trial and dam¬ 
ages for mental and emotional 
suffering, medical expenses, puni¬ 
tive damages and reimbursement 
for their attorney’s fees. 

“The facts of this case show 
that discrimination is a standard 
practice by the management of 
one of San Francisco’s most re¬ 
spected news organizations,” stat¬ 
ed attorney and former San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisor Angela Alioto, 
who is representing all three plain¬ 
tiffs. “Sadly, my clients, who were 
recognized as some of the best and 
brightest employees of KPIX, were 
subjected to racist and sexist treat¬ 
ment. What makes this even 
worse, is when they came forward 
to complain of this treatment, they 
were met with indifference, retali¬ 
ation, and in the case of Ms. Spells, 
termination of her employment.” 

According to the lawsuit, Evans 
joined KPIX in April 1997 as a re¬ 
porter with a clause in his contract 


that when he became an anchor, the 
contract would be renegotiated. 

However, in July of that year, 
KPIX hired as its news director 
Daniel Webster, who according to 
the suit, refused to promote a black 
reporter to an anchor position. 

The suit also alleges the sta¬ 
tion’s general manager, Jerry 
Eaton, dismissed Evans’s com¬ 
plaints of racial discrimination in 
the newsroom and “repeatedly re¬ 
taliated and harassed” Evans. 

Evans maintains that he had 
several stories he had worked on 
given to white colleagues, was de¬ 
nied plum assignments and travel 
pieces, and was treated differently 
than other reporters. 

Even after Webster was re¬ 
placed in 2000 with Daniel Rosen¬ 
heim, formerly "employed at 
KRON, the discrimination and 
harassment continued. In Decem¬ 
ber 2000, Evans and Rosenheim 
met for breakfast for what Evans 
had hoped would be a discussion 
of his anchoring. 

The suit states that at the meet¬ 
ing, Rosenheim discussed only 
how it felt for Evans to be gay and 
how his parents had accepted it. 
Evans alleges his questions about 
anchoring continued to go unan¬ 
swered and ignored. Shortly after 
that meeting, Evans found himself 
demoted to a lesser time slot dur¬ 
ing the newscasts. 

By July of last year, Evans suf¬

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Repeat testers found 
to be at greater HIV risk

oung gay and bisexual men 

; who repeatedly use HIV 
counseling and testing ser¬ 
vices are using their negative re¬ 
sults as a license to engage in un¬ 
safe sex, say researchers. 

According to a new study, 
young men who have sex with men 
and repeatedly get tested for HIV 
are more likely to acquire the dead¬ 
ly virus than those who either test 
infrequently or don’t get tested. 

Published in the January edi¬ 
tion of the Journal of Acquired Im¬ 
mune Deficiency Syndrome, the 
study found that among 876 re¬ 
peat testers between the ages 15 
and 22, three-quarters acquired 
HIV within less than one year of 
their last test. Of those who had 
recently engaged in anal sex, near¬ 
ly 1 of 10 repeat testers had sero- 
converted, reports the study. 

“Inadequate counseling and 
repeat testing negative can affirm 
high risk behaviors that can sub¬ 
sequently lead to HIV infection,” 
said lead author of the study Dun¬ 
can MacKellar, a project officer in 
the Center for Disease Control 
and Prevention’s division of 
HIV/AIDS prevention, surveil¬ 
lance, and epidemiology. 

The findings contradict earlier 
studies done in the later half of the 
1990s that found persons who had 
tested repeatedly were less likely to 
acquire HIV compared with per¬ 
sons who tested for the first time. 
The new results suggest that 
healthcare providers are failing to 
provide these high risk young 
MSMs appropriate prevention 
services. 

“I certainly hope it serves to 
improve the practice of preven¬ 
tion counseling,” said MacKellar. 
“Testing is not just disease detec¬ 
tion. It should be about prevent¬ 
ing infection; that is where coun¬ 
seling is so important.” 

For the study, entitled “Repeat 
HIV Testing, Risk Behaviors, and 
HIV Seroconversion Among 
Young Men Who Have Sex With 
Men: A Call to Monitor and Im¬ 
prove the Practice of Prevention,” 


researchers interviewed, coun¬ 
seled, as well as tested for HIV, 
3,430 male adolescents and young 
men in seven U.S. cities. Of the 
participants, 36 percent tested for 
the first time, 39 percent tested in¬ 
frequently and 26 percent tested 
repeatedly. 

“The perceived level of risk for 
being infected is essentially the 
same between repeat testers and 
people who tested for the first 
time. But repeat testers had con¬ 
siderably greater risk behaviors 
and were more likely to acquire 
infection,” said MacKellar. 

The study found most of the 
men had engaged in anal sex with 
men: 94 percent of repeat testers, 
90 percent of infrequent testers 
and 78 percent of first-time 
testers. But in the past six months, 
repeat and infrequent testers were 
more likely to report engaging in 
sexual and drug-use behaviors 
than first-time testers. 

The findings are not surprising 
to Vince Silenzio, a researcher at 
Columbia University’s Center for 
LGBT Health Research. Since the 
development of HIV retrovirals 
and arguments that the AIDS epi¬ 
demic is over, Silenzio said being 
told one has HIV no longer carries 
the impact it once did. 

“What we are seeing now is 
these kids are being enculturated 
into a world in which the mean¬ 
ing of having HIV has changed,” 
said Silenzio, a Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association board mem¬ 
ber. “The notion of an HIV infec¬ 
tion used to be a death sentence. 
As far as where we are now, when 
we get an HIV diagnoses it is seen 
as a chronic disease.” 

Nor do prevention messages 
carry the same weight as they once 
did with gay men, he said. 

“Typically, and the concern 
here is with adolescents in partic¬ 
ular, they are basically coming 
into a community in which the 
backdrop reinforcing ‘Prevention, 
Prevention, Prevention’ is not 
nearly as unified or as strong as it 
was prior to 1996,” he said. “In 
fact, this is confirmation of a trend 
we have been seeing in prevention 
messages and the difficulty of sus¬ 


taining the successes we have had 
with prevention.” 

Since the 1990s, health officials 
and AIDS activists have debated 
the merits of repeat testing. In 
1998, the GDC faced criticism for 
spending approximately $51 mil¬ 
lion - nearly 20 percent of its bud¬ 
get for HIV prevention - on re¬ 
peat testing. 

Studies done at the time sug¬ 
gested repeat testing was used % 
people at low-risk for infection to 
confirm their negative results and 
by people who consistently en¬ 
gaged in unsafe sex. It was sug¬ 
gested that counseling and testing 
were not effective at reducing HIV 
acquisition risks, and in 1994, an 
advisory committee on HIV pre¬ 
vention recommended the GDC 
restrict repeat testing. 

Two studies at the time also 
found that the practice of high-risk 
behaviors such as unprotected anal 
intercourse was similar among 
MSM who had tested repeatedly 
and those who had tested once or 
twice. However, those studies did 
not focus on younger men. 

“It is no longer the worried 
well getting tested. We are tapping 
into a group repeatedly placing 
themselves at risk,” said Willi Mc¬ 
Farland, a researcher in the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health’s sero-epidemiology and 
surveillance unit. “The persons 
who seek repeat testing may be a 
flag for people at high risk of 
eventually acquiring HIV.” 

McFarland, who participated 
in the earlier repeat testing stud¬ 
ies, said the new data indicates 
counseling services need to be 
changed, not that repeat testing 
should be eliminated. 

“The impact is we really need 
special counseling programs for 
repeat testers. Rather than go 
through the same routine of an 
anonymous session giving the 
same information each time, we 
really need to do something dif¬ 
ferent,” said McFarland, who as¬ 
sisted with the new study. “It does¬ 
n’t serve anyone any good to give 
the same message over and over 
again and still see a high rate of se¬ 
roconversion.” T

tacks he attributes in his suit to the 
“constant retaliation, harassment, 
and an outrageous schedule.” 

His lawyer argues the station 
had no justification for denying 
Evans a chance to anchor or for 
finding his job performance to be 
lackluster. 

“Evans constantly received re¬ 
views that his work as a reporter 
was excellent, yet these praises 
never resulted in advancement,” 
stated Alioto. “Instead he continu¬ 
ally saw non-African Americans 
' promoted while he was constantly 
passed over. He did the work on 
many top stories, only to have 
those stories given to white col¬ 
leagues. What he got for his hard 
work was harassment and retalia¬ 
tion by the station’s management.” 

Rosenheim referred all ques¬ 
tions to the station’s lawyer, Dana 
McClintock. “We find it disturb¬ 
ing that the plaintiffs who are all 
currently employed by KPIX have 
chosen to approach the media be¬ 
fore the station,” said McClintock. 

McClintock would not com¬ 
ment on the specifics of the com¬ 


plaint stating he had not seen the 
complaint personally; though he 
said he was familiar with it. 

“We are confident that their 
claims, as reported by the press, 
will prove to be unfounded and 
that the station’s treatment of all 
three individuals has been at all 
times equitable and fair,” said Mc¬ 
Clintock. 

Confessing he had some jitters 
of returning to the newsroom 
only days after filing his suit, 
Evans said after the first hour he 
eased right back into the job. He 
even topped the 5 p.m. newscast 
with a live report about a refinery 
spill from Richmond. 

“There is a bias. You have to 
look past that and do your job,” he 
said. “I never missed a deadline. I 
broke stories left and right. I beat 
the newspapers quite often. I 
shouldn’t have to go through this.” 

Rather than leave the station 
for a new job, Evans said he want¬ 
ed to stay and fight for his rights. 

“Why victimize the victim?” he 
asked. “I am the victim here. I 
worked hard to get here and I am 
not going to have it ripped away 
just because someone is judging me 
based on my color or judging me 
based on my sexual orientation.” 


Before joining Channel 5, Evans 
spent two years at WKBW-TV Buf¬ 
falo, New York, where he served as 
a general assignment reporter and 
fill-in anchor. Prior to WKBW, he 
completed the prestigious Frank 
Reynolds Fellowship at ABC News 
in Washington, D.C. while attend¬ 
ing Columbia University Graduate 
School of Journalism. 

He said his experience has not 
soured his career as a journalist. 

“I am a journalist first and 
foremost. Me going forward with 
the lawsuit to achieve equality is 
separate from my love of journal¬ 
ism,” he said. 

Even being called a “faggot” and 
having his reporting style criticized 
as “an efeminate style so noticable 
it was like a SNL parody” (sic) last 
month by anonymous posters to a 
television industry Web site has not 
deterred Evans from pursuing his 
career in the profession. 

“To attack my credibility, to at¬ 
tack my sexual orientation with¬ 
out knowing the facts is sad. Espe¬ 
cially when we live here in the Bay 
Area,” commented Evans. “It is 
not something that is going to 
deter me. People are entitled to 
their opinions under the First 
Amendment.”T

is not correct to say he was not ex¬ 
pressing his vote on an issue,” 
Mirkarimi said, adding that Britt 
was there for either a first or sec¬ 
ond vote on the matters. “Harry 
has always been there. He never 
missed on a vote on a vital issue.” 

Responding to the report’s 
findings that indicated Britt’s 
missed votes did not change the 
outcome of an issue and asked 
whether that meant Britt only 
voted when he knew it would be 
close, Mirkarimi said, “No, not at 
all. He voted on either the first or 
second reading. The first is vital.” 

Mirkarimi generally down¬ 
played Britt’s missed vote record. 

“I believe voters are smart and 
they will ask themselves: do they 
want a lightweight legislator who 
seeks a semi-perfect attendance 
record like Mark Leno or do they 
want a heavyweight legislator who 
seeks outstanding performance 
like Harry Britt?” 

Mirkarimi acknowledged that 
sometimes, every vote counts, as 
in last year’s controversial board 
vote on expanding medical bene¬ 
fits to transgender city workers. 
That legislation - sponsored by 
Leno - required a minimum of 
nine yes votes, which it received. 

“We appreciate that,” Mirkari¬ 
mi said of Leno’s transgender ben¬ 
efits legislation, “but Britt has 
pushed for more progressive pol¬ 
itics. He has that carved out. These 
candidates are not cut from the 
same cloth.” 

Mirkarimi was asked if Britt 
would show up and vote in the As¬ 
sembly. 

“Of course he’ll be there. He 
might miss a percentage of non- 
vital votes, but he would never miss 
a vote in the future - as in the past 
- on vital vo^es,” Mirkarimi said.

comes with legal protections,” said 
Aimee Gelnaw, executive director 
of the Family Pride Coalition. 

“The truth is that lesbian and 
gay parents are as good at raising 
children as anyone else. And their 
children have the same need for 
security that all children have,” 
said Patricia M. Logue, a family 
law expert with the Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund. 

“We hope this will influence 
not just policy makers but average 
Americans who may simply be 
unfamiliar with our families,” 
Logue said. The legal status of gay 
adoption varies by jurisdiction, 
with only seven states - including 
California - and Washington, 
D.C. explicitly permitting second 
partner adoption by same-sex 
couples. 

“People look to pediatricians 
for guidance,” added Lambda 
spokeswoman Peg Byron. “As with

Leno’s record 

In contrast, Leno’s annual ab¬ 
sentee rate for board votes peaked 
at 2 percent in 2001 from his ca¬ 
reer-best absentee rate of 0 per¬ 
cent in 1998, a year during which 
he missed not one of his 884 
board votes. Leno’s first full board 
meeting was April 27, 1998. Be¬ 
tween that meeting and June 4, 
2001, Leno missed 49 votes for 
which he was eligible out of 4,196 
votes that came before the board, 
according to the analysis. 

Leno told the B.A.R. that his 
missed votes likely came at the end 
of the meetings, if he had to leave 
for another function. Those items 
are for resolutions without refer¬ 
ence to committee, and are not 
considered controversial, he said. 

It is likely that some of Britt’s 
missed votes were for similar 
items, Mirkarimi said. 

“I have never stepped outside 
the [board] room to miss a vote,” 
Leno said. “I have not missed one 
weekly board meeting my four 
years on the board. Since the day I 
arrived in 19981 have had the best 
attendance record on the board. 
This speaks to my total commit¬ 
ment, dedication, and tenacity in 
pursuit of those progressive issues 
in which we all believe.” 

While declining to comment 
directly on Britt’s missed vote 
record, Leno said that he believes 
it is the job of elected officials to 
show up at meetings and vote. 

“One’s attendance record 
speaks for itself,” Leno said, “but I 
do believe that it is an example of 
one’s commitment to one’s elected 
position. If one is not there to par¬ 
ticipate in debates, if one is not 
there to vote, whether it’s a tie¬ 
breaking vote or not, one is not

While waiting for a hamburger dinner delivery.... 

Paul Richard Reed passed away as he read the new Christopher Rice book in his comfortable bed. Attempts 
to resuscitate were futile, as Paul was ready to move on, after a twelve-plus years battle with HIV/AIDS. 

Paul was an accomplished writer with many books published, writing new material up to the day he died. 
His published works included fiction (Facing It, Longing and Vertical Intercourse), humor (Cats are from 
Jupiter and Dogs are from Pluto), non fiction (Serenity, How to Persuade a Lover to Use a Condom, The Q 
Journal, Back From the Brink, The Savage Garden, and the just published The Redwood Diary). In the mid¬ 
nineties He co-authored the hilarious zine. Rant and Rave, a sarcastic, spot-on summation of San 
Francisco’s cultural ills, which was an underground sensation many darkly hilarious issues of the Rant and 
Rave zine with Michael Johnstone, aka Michael Tina, and wrote erotic stories in magazines and books 
under the pen name Max Exander, including Mansex, Safestud, Lovesex, Leathersex, and Deeds of the Night, 
and the soon to be issued Swollen. For many years he also wrote short stories, reviews and essays in 
numerous journals, including the University Journal, Bay Area Reporter, San Francisco Chronicle and The 
Advocate. 

Published in 1984, Facing ft was acclaimed by Rita Mae Brown and others as the first AIDS novel. His 
publisher, Winston Leyland of Gay Sunshine Press, said, “Paul was a dedicated writer ... I have great respect 
for his work.” Longing, the tale of a young man’s search for love in San Francisco’s gay community, was 
praised by the New York Times for its evocative style. Vertical Intercourse, his final novel, deals with aging 
and loss in the gay male community and was praised by media ranging from Publishers Weekly to the Bay 
Area Reporter and Frontiers, to The Stranger, Seattle’s weekly alternative newspaper. Paul held a Master of 
Arts degree in social anthropology from the University of California at Davis. For a decade, he worked as a 
book editor at the Berkeley publishing firm Ten Speed Press. Paul was a courageous, long-term survivor of 
AIDS; disabled since 1991, his literary career and activism on behalf of PWAs never stopped. Paul and his 
work was recently the subject of a feature article in the magazine Art and Understanding. 

Paul survived a host of lovers and friends lost to the epidemic, living beyond any expectation and through 
practically every medical emergency known. Thanks to the Goddess “Oshun”and “Brigit”, Guardians, and 
Elementals for the long, cushioned ride back home. Special thanks to William Trumbo, Billy Brent, Rudd 
and Jerry Walters-Canaday, Michael Johnstone, David Faulk, and Patti Breitman for their support of Paul, 
both financial and physical. Many thanks to the kind, gentle and tireless attention of Lee Liskey MD, and 
his hardworking staff, without whose support the past few years of Paul’s life would not have been possible. 
Also thanks to the AIDS activists of Act Up Golden Gate, the old Act Up San Francisco and all those 
working towards effective treatments. Paul was a writer, an art collector, an editor, a tattoo aficionado, a 
pagan, a punk rocker, a son, a brother, a 12 stepper, a bondage boy, a drag queen, a go-go dancer, a sex 
worker, a classical musician, a leather stud, and a friend. Paul’s life and death 
were magic. 

Paul is survived by his queer family Matt Flynn, Kevin Gardiner, Monkey/Jerry 
and Betty, (terriers), his biological family, Melva Reed, mother, Karen Hustoft, 
sister, many, many friends and colleagues.

the Games. He also asked for the 
resignation of Senior Vice Presi¬ 
dent of Games David Johnson, 
and announced that the consult¬ 


ing agreement with former SLOC 
Bid Committee CEO Tom Welch 
will be terminated. 

Two other SLOC employees. 
Senior Vice President of Market¬ 
ing and Legal Affairs Kelly Flint 
and Licensing Director Rod Ham- 
son will take administrative leave 
pending inquiries into their roles 
during the bid process. Flint 
served as outside counsel on a vol¬ 
unteer basis, and became an offi¬ 
cer on April 1, 1997. Hamson 
worked as finance director of the 
Bid Committee. 

Yes, apparently, they bribed In¬ 
ternational Olympic Committee 
members to get this bid. Funny 
how people just forget such 
things.

Shanti and the AIDS Health Pro¬ 
ject; and the elimination of entire 
facilities like Progress House, La 
Amistad, Baker Street House, and 
Robertson House, all of which are 
transitional and residential treat¬ 
ment programs. 

Those in attendance ques¬ 
tioned not only why their pro¬ 
grams were targeted, but why the 
city believes financial budget cuts 
will solve problems rather than 
create many more. The domino ef¬ 
fect of cuts in services, noted one 
speaker, means that costs will rise 
in other programs that suddenly 
must accommodate more people. 

“You’re not cutting costs,” he 
said, “you’re transferring them.” 

Indeed, many mental heath 
clients tended to agree, describing 
how their city-funded hospital 


stays were more frequent when 
they had no social support services. 
Likewise, as HIV cases continue to 
rise, DPH itself has recognized the 
role of substance abuse and men¬ 
tal health issues in transmission. 
And the irony was not lost that at a 
time when all of San Francisco is 
recognizing the depth of its home¬ 
lessness problem, the city is paving 
the way for more people to end uj> 
without a place to go. 

“I can’t see why you would cut 
from mental health,” testified a 
man named Jeff, who identified 
himself as a client of city-funded 
services. “You’ll just put more peo¬ 
ple on the street.” 

Although DPH identified 
about $25 million in possible cuts, 
the DPH base budget includes 
many expenditure increases, in 
part because a cost of living salary 
raise to employees was necessary 
to ensure the delivery of services. 
The 5.5 percent cost of living in¬ 


open up their homes to families of 
athletes.

Senator Wright is leading ef¬ 
forts to further tighten sex educa¬ 
tion laws in Utah, and criticized 
Olympic leaders for what he calls 
their “cavalier attitude” toward 
sex. “It’s atrocious that the [Salt 
Lake Organizing Committee] has 
come to this,” he said. “They 
should be mature adults who rep¬ 
resent their countries in an honest 
and respectful manner. I don’t 
think this is the way to do it.”

crease translates to $26 million in 
the budget. Other service en¬ 
hancements, such as $1.5 million 
to Laguna Honda Hospital’s laun¬ 
dry services, will be funded by 
sources such as MediCal. 

Overall, the proposed base 
budget for DPH for fiscal year 
2002-03 is $1,047,000,000. Expen¬ 
ditures would increase by $65 mil¬ 
lion over the current year, and rev¬ 
enues are expected to increase by 
$35.7 million in operating rev¬ 
enues, and $14.4 million in grants. 

The Health Commission is ex¬ 
pected to vote on the DPH budget 
on Tuesday, February 19. The 
budget then goes to the mayor’s 
office for further work, and will be 
finalized when the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors takes it up in June or 
July. Health advocates and DPH 
alike are hoping that everyone in¬ 
volved will use their financial cre¬ 
ativity to dodge the proposed cuts 
in services. T

fense and Education Fund. Lamb¬ 
da advocates for the civil rights of 
LGBT people and had filed “friend 
of the court” briefs on the case 
along with the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union and the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights. 

The state Supreme Court’s re¬ 
view process is very slow. “It can 
take a year or two ” said Pizer. In 
the interim, she said, “Parents all 
over can go about their lives. 
When they grant a review it’s like it 
never happened, basically.” When 
a case is de-published it cannot be 
relied on as a precedent in other 
cases. 

About the possible outcome of 
the case in the Supreme Court, 
Pizer said, “What is tremendous is 
that all seven members of the high 
court voted to take this case. I 
don’t assume that all of them are 
of one mind, or what they think of 
the merits. But I’m confident that 
our position is directly consistent 
with cases they’ve decided before.” 

LCBT family advocates had es¬ 
timated that between 10,000 and 
20,000 families would have been 
affected by the San Diego decision. 
When it was issued last October it 
not only interrupted a number of 
adoptions that were already in 
progress, but also, as originally is¬ 
sued, drew into question the valid¬ 
ity of many more completed adop¬ 
tion decrees. 

According to Spiegel, by agree¬ 
ing to hear this case the California 
Supreme Court says “it is not at all 
interested in interrupting a whole 
bunch of settled adoptions.” 

For 15 years the state Depart¬ 
ment of Social Services had per¬ 
mitted same-sex couples to adopt 
by modifying the forms provided 
in California’s family law statutes. 
Under these codes, the husband or 
wife of a birth parent can adopt 
the children of a spouse without 
requiring the birth parent to give 
up his or her rights. The San Diego 
court had ruled that in order to 
use those provisions the couple 
must be married, and so excluded 
same-sex couples. 

“Thank Cod AB25 was put in 
place before the whole decision 
came about,” said Spiegel. Califor¬ 
nia’s landmark gay and lesbian 
civil rights bill, AB25, authored by 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco), makes specific 
statutory provisions for adoptions 
by same-sex couples. It went into 
effect on January 1. 

The adoption provisions of 
AB25 require that the adopting 
couple must be registered as do¬ 
mestic partners in California and 
must live together. 

“It reinforces how good AB25 is 
and how all of us parents have to 
sign up for domestic partner reg¬ 
istrations,” said Spiegel. 

Couples not meeting those cri¬ 
teria, as might be the case. Lamb¬ 
da’s Pizer said, when one of the 
pair is in the military, will still 
need to use the existing second- 
parent procedure. 

“Legal technicalities must not 
stand in the way of the needs of 
children,” said Pizer, but, she said, 
“we need marriage.” 

LCBT family advocates say that 
despite recent improvements in 
family rights for gays and lesbians 
under AB25, more than 1,000 laws 
are affected by marriage status. 
“You’re not going to get true 
equality without using the ‘m’ 
word,” said Jim DeLaHunt of Mar¬ 
riage Equality California, about 
AB25. T

Ann-IVIargret gives it a go 

Best Little Whorehouse In San Francisco by Richard Dodds 


hat is one to make of Ann-Margret? What was 
one ever to make of Ann-Margret? A conver¬ 
sation with this enduring star can be as un¬ 
predictable as her career. 

For 40 years she has suffused a sex-kitten image 
with good-girl manners, creating a dynamic that 
as often as not has been misdirected in her act¬ 
ing career. But when it clicked, as it did in Bye 
Bye Birdie, Viva Las Vegas, Tommy, and Car¬ 
nal Knowledge, the charismatic energy com¬ 
ing off the screen could be sensational. 
Offstage, her life has been split be¬ 
tween resilience and reliance. She 
has recovered from multiple acci¬ 
dents as well as a five- 


year alcohol problem. And when her manager-mentor-hus¬ 
band Roger Smith was felled with myasthenia gravis, she had 
to take control of their affairs. But when Smith’s illness went 
into remission, she quickly ceded control. 

Now, at age 61, the Swedish-born star is having her first go 
at a Broadway musical, although Broadway itself doesn’t seem 
to be an eventual destination. Instead, Ann-Margret has been 
crisscrossing the continent, playing the tough-talking, big- 
hearted madam named Miss Mona in The Best Little More¬ 
house in Texas. 

The musical, first seen on Broadway in 1978, arrives Feb. 12 
at the Golden Gate Theatre, where Ann-Margret performed 
her celebrated nightclub/concert in 1983, virtually a genera¬ 
tion ago. This trip will also include an appearance Feb. 22 at 
the Castro Theatre, as part of a three-day Ann-Margret film 
festival. 

Interviewed by phone, Ann-Margret (reporters are 
warned not to call her Ann or Miss Margret) can 
seem dreamy, even spacey, before snapping into 
sharp focus.

“Afghans from other regions 
joke about the high incidence of 
pederasty among Kandahari men. 
They say that when crows fly over 
Kandahar they clamp one wing 
over their bottoms, just in case.”

Further proof that Scandina¬ 
vians are more evolved than we 
are comes with news that Nor¬ 
way’s Conservative Finance Min¬ 
ister, Per-Kristlan Foss, has pub¬ 
licly married his longtime com¬ 
panion, Jan Erik Knarbakk.

fate or as a figment of an emo¬ 
tionally disturbed man’s imagina¬ 
tion.

“In 
some ways, the play is talking 
about how all of us need to find 
one’s authentic voice, authentic 
self, as opposed to the internalized 
voice that’s been formed from 
parents or history or gender or 
advertising or whatever.” 

Growing up in New jersey, 
Lodato struggled with depression 
through much of his adolescence.

The winner of the Robert 
Chesley Award for gay and lesbian 
playwriting, Lodato has only in¬ 
frequently written about gay sub¬ 
jects. “I wouldn’t say I’ve shied 
away from gay themes,” he said.

In The Eviction, Lodato is 
telling the story of a man on the 
night before he is to be turned out 
of his apartment while he strug¬ 
gles to separate fantasy from real¬ 
ity. The only other character is 
known as The Reader, who nar¬ 
rates the action and may be con¬ 
trolling it either as the voice of

“I just hadn’t found my way of liv¬ 
ing. I wasn’t thriving because I 
wasn’t expressing,” he said. “It’s re¬ 
ally only since I’ve come into my 
life as a writer that I’ve been able 
to say, ‘Oh, this feels right.’” 

Lodato began his theater ca¬ 
reer in New York, but he followed 
his future partner to Tucson 10 
years ago. “I live a very quiet and 
isolated life by choice,” he said.

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Legion's gay married men

I here has always been some¬ 
thing a little creepy about gay 
men who crave the hetero¬ 
sexual lifestyle (or abhor their no¬ 
tion of the homosexual one), and 
so they get married, have kids, 
move to suburbia, etc. The creepy 
part is their tacit or even overt 
condemnation of a sexual need 
they still furtively seek to fulfill. 

Characters with this M.O. are 
not hard to find on stage or film, 
but they are usually depicted as 
pathetic and peripheral. Hal Cor¬ 
ley’s Legion puts them front and 
center while providing a context 
that strips away at least some of 
the creepiness. 

New Conservatory Theatre 
Center is presenting the world 
premiere of Legion, a play that 
asks for an acceptance of a condi¬ 
tion that some would claim does 
not come by choice. Corley has 
said in an interview that he knows 
this subject first-hand, though he 
has broken from the ranks by out¬ 
ing himself as one of the married 
gay men he is writing about. 

The play opens in 1980 at a 
Super Bowl party, as two of the 
men leave their wives inside to 
trade some macho talk around 
the barbecue. Jonah is an aggres¬ 
sive businessman who barks or¬ 
ders and verbally bashes queers. 
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But fueled by several tumblers of 
vodka, Jonah starts pitching some 
woo at the mild-mannered 
Sylvester, who turns out to be sur¬ 
prisingly receptive. 

After failing to establish an on¬ 
going clandestine relationship, 
Jonah and Sylvester go on sepa¬ 
rate journeys as they try to cope 
with their urges. Jonah ends up 
hiring escorts who resemble 
Sylvester, and who are instructed 
to wear a wedding band.

Bump and grind at San Francisco Bailet's 2002 Gala

, . ithout wishing to sound 

/ \ like a Socialist ranter on a 
„ ,1 soapbox in Piccadilly — 
and fully cognizant that the San 
Francisco Ballet cannot exist 
without its wealthy patrons whose 
egos need to be gently massaged 
— when the press kit on opening 
night tells us more about what 
Ms. Gotrocks is wearing and eat¬ 
ing than about the music being 
performed, is it any wonder that 
the overfed, well-oiled, tardy, 
noisy audience screeched loudest 


for the worst choreography at 
SFB’s 2002 Gala last Wednesday? 

Most of the year, SFB’s patrons 
seem to like the elegant, some¬ 
times explosive product that Helgi 
Tomasson puts on stage at the 
War Memorial, but for some rea¬ 
son at the gala they behave like 
Michael Smuin idolaters, cheering 
for the crotch shots. Pas de deux 
are always a staple of gala pro¬ 
grams; they are easier to rehearse 
than ensemble numbers, and, at 
three- to 11-minutes in length, 
they allow many principals to 
dominate the stage. These galas 
used to be populated with tricky. 
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bravura classical numbers by Peti¬ 
pa, etc. Now they are dominated 
by “pop” numbers in which scant¬ 
ily-clad couples simulate strenu¬ 
ous sex. 

Or, I guess if you are drunk 
enough, it seems as if they are 
simulating sex. Mostly, they look 
awkward, as if they had Velcro on 
their hands and genitalia. In the 
distressing case of Gerald Arpino’s 
Light Rain, an excerpt of which 
was “danced” by Lucia Lacarra 
and Cyril Pierre and received the 
loudest cheers of the night, the 
pair seemed to be preparing for a 
gynecological exam. There is a 
reason that the figure-skating 
branch of the Olympics recently 
banned crotch shots in ice danc¬ 
ing and pairs skating, and it has 
nothing to do with prudery. Only 
people with underdeveloped 
imaginations when it comes to sex 
(i.e., most Americans and Rus¬ 
sians) could find these mechani¬ 
cal juxtapositions of body parts 
arousing, sensual or romantic. 

Light Rain, with its ridiculous, 
thudding belly-dance beat, was a 
piece one hoped had died with the 
Joffrey Ballet. I can’t imagine 
Tomasson thinking it has any re¬ 
deeming artistic, musical or 
choreographic value, but appar¬ 
ently the “fun couple” wanted to 
dance it. I presume the same goes 
for Muriel Maffre’s assumption of 
Fokine’s dreary The Dying Swan, 
the second most applauded event 
of the evening. Maffre has amaz¬ 
ing extensions, and she actually 
brought out the kitschy pathos of 
this Saint-Saens swooner, rather 
in the manner of Vanessa Red¬ 
grave tearing a passion to tatters. 

I found three other pas de 
deux hopeless, too, though the 
dancing was committed and more 
honest than the choreography. 
The excerpt from Nacho Duato’s 
Without Words continues to con¬ 
fuse me. The music is Schubert’s 
song “An die Musik,” about the 
power of art to console and ele¬ 
vate. The movement, danced by 
Katita Waldo and Parrish May¬ 
nard, is more of that 
sacroiliac-crunching, body-mash- 
ing sex stuff that has nothing to 
do with the music. Val Cani- 
paroli’s Aquilarco (to vaguely 
tango-ish music by Giovanni Sol- 
lima) is more energetic partner¬ 
ing. Conversely, Petipa’s pas de 
deux from Paquita (clumpy music 
by Minkus, orchestrated by John 
Lanchberry) looks so chaste, it is 
almost dull, while Lorena Feijoo 
and Vadim Solomakha are not

spiritually or musically matched. 

Universal icons 

In the context of these duos, 
Stanton Welch’s La Cathedrale En¬ 
gloutie (Debussy’s piano minia¬ 
ture played superbly by Michael 
McGraw) looked like a master¬ 
piece of structure, elegance and 
emotional power. Yuan Yuan Tan 
and Yuri Possokhov simply 
dwarfed the other dancers; they 
were like icons from a distant 
planet, supreme in their sculpting 
of space and their larger-than-life 
assumptions of the power of 
dance to elevate the mind and the 
body. Is this great choreography? 
No, but at least it is not teasing 
our nether regions. I love real 
porn; soft-core ballet is a waste of 
energy. 

Yet there was substance in this 
program. I hope to see Tomas- 
son’s Bartok Divertimento again 
soon. This seven-minute diver¬ 
sion pitted Tina LeBlanc against 
three guys, with Peter Branden- 
hoff as her partner in the pas de 
deux section. It was fizzy and 
off-center enough to command a 
second look. A second look also 
will be necessary to decide if Mark 


Morris’ solo for Joanna Berman, 
Later (to Schubert’s Impromptu in 
B-flat, played on stage by Roy 
Bogas), is as strange as it looked at 
first glance. 

I bow to no one in my admira¬ 
tion for Morris, but he is not in¬ 
fallible, and Later, created as a 
tribute to Berman, who retires at 
the end of the 2002 season, looked 
not only dutiful but forced. I in¬ 
terviewed Berman when she was 
16 or so, and worried that no bal¬ 
let company would want her be¬ 
cause she had breasts. Her wom- 
enliness has always been one of 
her great attributes; she proved 
that you didn’t have to be a pin¬ 
headed stick in order to be a 
fully-realized ballerina. Is that 
why Morris and his designer Isaac 
Mizrahi dressed her in a black, 
crocheted tap teddy that looks like 
a Victoria’s Secret reject? With 
black stockings and toe shoes, all 
she needs is a big hat and sun¬ 
glasses, and Berman would look 
like one of those Palm Beach re¬ 
tirees. 

Come on guys, the lady is leav¬ 
ing dance for family life; she’s not 
tottering off into the sunset, un¬ 
able to move without a walker. 
Depends and Ensure. In trying to 
make her look sexy (not neces¬ 
sary, since she already is sexy), 
they managed to make our ele¬ 
gant, wise Joanna look like Joan 
Rivers. The choreography isn’t 
difficult, but it doesn’t do any¬ 
thing to bring out her sparkle, her 
humanity, her quickness and wit, 
or her womanliness and sex ap¬ 
peal. 

And with the piano on stage, all 
I could think of was the Trock- 
aderos’ wicked Yes, Virginia, An¬ 
other Piano Ballet, in which the 
dancers whack into the Steinway 
several times. For that matter, dur¬ 
ing The Dying Swan, I kept wait¬ 
ing for the feathers to molt off 
Maffre’s costume. Those Trocks 
have a lot to answer for — starting 
with balletic humor. That’s what 
was missing from this gala. T

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Cutting up on stage 

Stephen Petronio Dance Co. at YBC

y ::ver wonder what happens 
to the very best dancers who 
come out of college dance 
programs, like the one at Juilliard? 
They work for choreographers 
like Stephen Petronio. Petronio’s 
company was on stage at the 
Yerba Buena Center last weekend, 
and the effect of having eight very 
young dancers presenting his new 
work. Strange Attractors, was in¬ 
teresting. You could only focus on 
the choreography, because the 
dancers either weren’t given the 
opportunity to emotionalize the 
content, or they were too young to 
know how. 

The movement vocabulary it¬ 
self, Petronio’s signature, is amaz¬ 
ing to behold. It has a slouchy, 
slinky quality to it, as the dancers 
usually get around stage by walks 
and side-slipping chasse steps. But 
once they park themselves some¬ 
where, for an instant, things get 
jagged and dangerous. Their en¬ 
tire bodies begin these head-toss¬ 
ing, rib-twitching, leg- and arm¬ 
flying bursts of movement that 
read like a postmodern primal 
scream. And then they do it over 
and over again. The whole 
evening was about these amazing 
young dancers flying in and near¬ 
ly out of control, often in amaz¬ 
ingly realized unisons. And then 
they would walk. 

Petronio himself, who appar¬ 
ently suffered an injury a year ago 
that left him, for the first time in 
his career, on the sidelines for the 
development of this piece, ap¬ 
peared briefly in the prelude, 
which was a Fosse-esque chorus 
line. The nine dancers, in tight T- 
shirts and black underpants, blew 
foam into the blackness and oozed 
all over each other to some jarring 
club music by Placebo. It was the 
only time their heart-rates flat- 
lined for the entire performance. 
After four minutes of this, the 
choreographer got down to busi¬ 
ness, opening Part 1 with a gor¬ 
geous, lyrical solo for Gerald Casel. 

The title Strange Attractors, ex¬ 
plained Petronio in a program 
note, “is a moving and magnetic 
focal point in a seemingly chaotic 
field of particles.” It’s a scientific 


term that came to be used as part 
of Chaos Theory. Although he 
goes on to mention how this idea 
works as a metaphor for the 
strange ways people are romanti¬ 
cally linked, the words promise 
more apparent narrative content 
than we ever see. If this is ro¬ 
mance, Petronio needs some ther¬ 
apy before it’s too late. 

Actually, it seemed as if he just 
needed an idea to hang his phras¬ 
es on, or to fill in the space on a 
grant application. He could have 
just called it Dance. Merce Cun¬ 
ningham, whose lineage in mod¬ 
ern dance leads to Petronio 
through Tricia Brown, with 
whom Petronio danced and was 
most apparently influenced by, 
would have been content to offer 
the unexplained title, and leave it 
at that. 

The wrong way to watch 
Petronio’s work is to look for any 
meaning, and to this end, the pro¬ 
gram notes are a disservice, an 
unfortunate necessity for Ameri¬ 
can audiences that have been so 
conditioned by movie music and 
TV laughtracks that they feel un¬ 
settled unless they are told what to 
think. Just watch the dancing. 

Part 1 featured lush, romantic 
original music by Michael 


Nyman, the young composer who 
first came to prominence for 
music to the movie The Piano. 
The score was the most romantic 
thing in evidence. In his post¬ 
modern way, Petronio had the 
wings exposed and the phrases 
continuing in silence after the 
music stopped. The dancers were 
wildly cutting up the stage in their 
flying, fluid duets and trios, start¬ 
ing, finishing, walking on, walking 
off. There was no dancing on any 
apparent beat, there was no ex¬ 
pression to be found on any face, 
there was barely any touching. 
After the oozy, lustful prelude, this 
didn’t look like sex at all. 

My companion found Part 2 
totally different from Part 1. In¬ 
deed, the costumes were different, 
out of pajamas and slips and back 
into T-shirts and underpants; 
there was a neon-shaded back¬ 
drop that changed colors 
throughout; the music was differ¬ 
ent, back to edgy club music by 
Unkle; and the movement added 
some new kinks into the mix, a 
little kick-boxing, some slow mo¬ 
tion, more partnering, and a bit of 
gay posturing from the boys. But 
Petronio’s strength is not an abil¬ 
ity to offer wild contrast within 
his own work. Part 2 was, again.

an opportunity to see some beau¬ 
tiful young dancers going all out, 
nonstop, and to consider Petron¬ 
io’s variations on lines, momen¬ 
tum, geometry and stillness. 

Dancers love to watch the 
technical flash-bang of Petronio’s 
work. I felt overwhelmed by all 
the input. To analogize from an¬ 
other medium, it was as if a pen- 


and-ink sketch was being done by 
someone on crystal meth. The 
lines were sharp and angry, the 
shapes were fascinating, but the 
artist was too wired to stop; the 
paper got blacker and blacker 
until you couldn’t see any more 
white, or lines, or drawing, just 
ink. It was like that on the stage, 
with all that dancing. T

'The Mandrake Root' at San Jose Repertory Theatre 


Redgrave: theatrical asset

L ynn Redgrave is either fear¬ 
less or foolhardy, and maybe 
both, as she mines her fami¬ 
ly’s travails in The Mandrake Root. 
But the play, having just its second 
production at San Jose Rep, is a 
surprisingly adept work from this 
novice playwright. 

Of course, that Redgrave is also 
a star of the production is a con¬ 
siderable asset, even if her role is 
not designed as a star turn. She 
generously shares the stage with a 
cast of five, though Redgrave the 


writer knows best how to write for 
Redgrave the actress. 

For those who know anything 
of the personal side of the Red¬ 
grave family saga. The Mandrake 
Root is bound to set off autobio¬ 
graphical alarms. While the de¬ 
nouement clearly breaks from his¬ 
tory, many of the essentials 
emerge from Redgrave’s impres¬ 
sions of her own father’s callous¬ 
ness toward her, his clandestine 
gayness, and her mother’s search 
for physical love in another bed. 

The Mandrake Root has under¬ 
gone considerable revision since 
its premiere at the Long Wharf 


Theater last year, some of which 
has served to distance its story 
from the details of the author’s 
personal situation. Since that pro¬ 
duction, the protagonist with the 
closest parallels to Redgrave has 
become a childless lesbian named 
Sally who lives in Santa Barbara 
and writes children’s books. 

The play opens shortly after her 
father’s death, as her widowed 
mother Rose arrives for a visit from 
the family home in England. Lady 
Randall, as she prefers to be called, 
is an ornery, bitter magpie with a 
fondness for Valium and dry white

joins a therapy group made up of 
men just like him. There he meets 
the swishy-but-married Burton, 
who becomes an important char¬ 
acter in his evolution. 

Corley, a playwright who also 
writes for soap operas, brings an 
often-unsettling verisimilitude to 
the series of well-crafted scenes 
that take the characters up to 
1993. The outcome is in some 
ways predictable, but the perspec¬ 
tive is fresh, and the message 
worth pondering. 

Christopher Jenkins, working 
with a solid cast, has effectively di¬ 
rected the play on Lisa Clark’s set 
of transparent panels. Randel 
Hart is quite believable as the 
blustering, self-denying Jonah, 
and Jeff Castle is both model- 
handsome and sympathetic as the 


questioning Sylvester. Markham 
Miller is a dizzy hoot as the well- 
meaning mess known as Burton. 

The supporting cast also has 
strength. The skilled Dennis Parks 
may be a bit too bitter for any pa- 
tiept to accept as his therapist. But 
Brian Cox brings credible passion 
to the role of Sylvester’s out-gay 
brother. And Javier Galito-Cava 
and Matthew Vierling competent¬ 
ly play their multiple roles. 

Legion is a play about a subcul¬ 
ture that dares not speak its name. 
Maybe someday MGM — for 
married gay men — will find its 
way onto the LGBTQQ train of let¬ 
ters. Corley makes such a case for 
these men whom virtually no one 
likes — including themselves. T

Unsentimental journey 

MTT, SF Symphony turn to Ives

n expanded San Francisco 
Symphony with the SFS 
®!. Chorus performed the 
mighty Symphony No. 4 by 
Charles Ives last week. This came 
hard on the heels of the publica¬ 
tion of American Mavericks, the 
documentary book about radical 
composers and the festival they 
inspired in the summer of 2000. It 
also coincided with a new SFS 
compact disc release, Charles Ives: 
An American Journey. 

Music Director Michael Tilson 
Thomas is also taking the Fourth 
on the road for the orchestra’s up¬ 
coming East Coast tour, but don’t 
for a minute think it is all about 
commercialism. MTT is too pas¬ 
sionate in his love of modern 
music to crassly promote sales. 
Naturally, he knows the power of 
publicity, and the SFS marketers 
do, too. Looks like Ives has finally 
got a promoter and an organiza¬ 
tion that can deliver. 

An insurance executive by day 
and a weekend writer, the icono¬ 
clastic New England composer 
would probably have quietly ap¬ 
proved. This was the third chance 
in recent memory for Symphony 
audiences to savor his majestic 
achievement. 

The rugged terrain of the 
Fourth encompasses pretty much 
all that American music had to 
offer when it was written between 
1909 and 1916. By the time of the 
premiere of the completed edition 
in 1965, much had changed, but 
the Symphony No. 4 could still 
shock and amaze with its audacity. 

There is prominent use of 
Hymn tunes, and a riotous collage 
of everything from football 
marches to parlor music. The 
sonorous dissonances are less dis¬ 
turbing than thrilling, and the 
third movement Fugue is almost 
unbelievably harmonious. 

Like Mahler, Ives was attempt¬ 
ing to put the universe into his 
Symphony. With an advocate like 
MTT and musicians clearly will¬ 
ing to take his lead, the resulting 
performance proved the compos¬ 
er’s intent. 

Pianist Christopher Oldfather 
(in for an ailing Robin Suther-

land) started the journey with a 
clanging, craggy touch in the Pre¬ 
lude, but not before the SFS Cho- 
r,us opened the second half of the 
concert program with six of the 
Hymns featured in the Symphony. 

Tilson Thomas has used this 
introduction before, and it leads 
seamlessly into the bold assertion 
of the Fourth’s Prelude. Vance 
George’s choristers would sing 
again in the course of the Sym¬ 
phony, and hearing their sweet- 
toned strength proved enthralling 
— a real touchstone for the com¬ 
plex score. 

Merging traffic 

The second movement Alle¬ 
gretto is where the fireworks hap¬ 
pen — it has everything but the 
kitchen sink (well, theremin any¬ 
way, though Rieley Francis did 
play a real one in the final Largo 
maestoso). Assistant conductor 
Edwin Cutwater kept MTT’s 
hands free to avoid a traffic jam in 
the chaos of colliding elements. 

Harps and strings were posi¬ 
tioned in the terrace, representing 
either the Star of Bethlehem or 
Halley’s Comet, depending on the 
listener’s sensibility. No one could 
say Ives lacked wit. 

MTT characterized the terrace 
instruments as “a sign in the sky,” 
and described the subterranean 
percussion ensemble in the last 
movement as “the universal clock 
ticking.” He has a remarkable wit 
as well, and possesses the intellec¬ 
tual capability to make the com¬ 
poser’s ultimately touching spiri¬ 
tual vision a palpable reality. 

The questions we ask of life. 
What? and Why?, recur movingly 
in the gloriously mysterious fi¬ 
nale. The old hymn tune “Nearer, 
My God, to Thee,” quoted exten¬ 


sively throughout, marks the 
striving of Ives’ transcendental¬ 
ism. When all the preceding tu¬ 
mult recedes into exquisite soft¬ 
ness, there is a moment of inex¬ 
pressible emotion. 

Tilson Thomas and his vast 
forces, who, to their credit, never ap¬ 
peared forced or confused, rendered 
a performance of great satisfaction. 
The capacity crowd may have given 
a standing ovation for a chance to 
get their coats on, but we could for¬ 
give them. It was a long and intense 
evening. The shouts of approval 
were genuine and deserved. 

The concert began with the 
Roman Carnival Overture by 
Berlioz and continued to the inter¬ 
mission with his Music from Romeo 
et Juliette, Opus 17. These beloved 
pieces made an incongruous cou¬ 
pling with Ives’ distinctly American 
voice, but MTT will be performing 
them, too, at Carnegie Hall and in 
Michigan, as part of the tour. 

This was more than a dress re¬ 
hearsal, however. The music of 
the “Love Scene” may have been 
played a little too suavely to por¬ 
tray the impetuous star-crossed 
couple, but the conductor is clear¬ 
ly providing his orchestral col¬ 
leagues an opportunity to shine. 
The concluding “Festival at the 
Capulets’ Palace” was beautifully 
articulated and very exciting. 

Soloists were given the spot¬ 
light momentarily, and violist 
Geraldine Walther and new Con- 
certmaster Alexander Barantschik 
will surely comfort shell-shocked 
New Yorkers still in need of solace. 

This week’s concerts also 
showcase music for the tour: 
Mahler with baritone soloist 
Thomas Hampson, and some 
Schoenberg. Kind of makes me 
wish I could be a roadie. T

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Funny, that’s 

Q Comedy Showcase for 


queer 

gay laughs

A nyone who frequents tradi¬ 
tional comedy clubs knows 
^ how much standup comics 
rely on jokes about heterosexual 
relationships, dating rituals and 
the differences between women 
and men. Oh, and once in a while 
they throw in a gay joke. 

But for those who’d like to go 
out for a good laugh but can’t re¬ 
late to straight-centric comedy, 
what’s a homosexual to do? 

For the past two years, the Q 
Comedy Showcase has provided a 
venue for queer and queer friend¬ 
ly comics. When Josie’s Cabaret 
and Juice Joint closed in January 
2000, partners Nick Leonard and 
Larry-Bob Roberts continued the 
tradition of gay comedy that had 
flourished under Josie’s owner 
Ron Lanza. 

“People want to hear comedy 
they can relate to, that’s more spe¬ 
cific about their lives,” says 
Leonard, who was a cook at Josie’s 
before Lanza convinced him to 
make his standup debut. 

“I made the step up from an¬ 
noying co-worker to comedian,” 
he says. “1 was very nervous at 
first. I prepared, then backed out, 
and finally did it. I took an im¬ 
provisation class and found my 
outlet.” 

Leonard has gone on to per¬ 
form at comedy clubs including 
the Punchline and Cobb’s, and 
headlined last week at the Russian 
River Resort. 

Roberts, who oversees the 
media and promotion end of the 
enterprise, explains that the Q 
Comedy Showcase follows the 
format established at Josie’s. “The 
host starts the evening, then 
brings oiit the comics one at a 
time, and it ends with a rant from 
Bridget Schwartz. She’s straight, 
but she’s out there.” 

While not all of the comics are 
gay, the comedy is distinctly gay- 
friendly. “It’s all about people 
doing honest humor that reflects 
them,” says Roberts. 

Dana Cory is one of the Q 
Comedy regulars who started her 
standup career three years ago, 
along with Leonard, at Josie’s. A 
classically trained trumpet player, 
Cory performed with jazz, funk

wines. As her mind unravels with 
age. Rose imagines she is young 
again, entering into a marriage of 
convenience with a theatrical pro¬ 
ducer, tending to the young Sally, 
and finding an outlet for her kink- 
tinged libido with a married man. 

This is the role that Redgrave 
plays, and it is an astonishing per¬ 
formance. Without tricks or 
makeup or a change in costume, 
the actress can convincingly play 
22 at one moment and 90 at an¬ 
other. Redgrave may be best 
known as a screen performer, but 
she is also a superb stagd' actress 
who knows how to command the 
stage without overpowering it. 

Certainly, Cynthia Mace as her 
grown daughter Sally is a formi¬ 
dable presence in the play, bring¬ 
ing to robust life this alternately 
understanding and frustrated 
character. The roles of Sally and 
Rose are very nearly equal size, 
and in a very real sense, this is a 
play with two protagonists. 

Is it the story of a daughter 


and blues bands before finding 
her true calling as a comic. 

“I was friends with comic Rick 
Overton, and we did the Alex 
Bennett show together and really 
hit it off. I realized 1 could make 
as much money talking for 10 
minutes as playing the trumpet 
for three hours,” she says. 

Cory describes her act as 
“unique and bizarre.” She does 
characters, voices, circular stories, 
and skits such as The Crocodile 
Hunter in the Castro for Gay Pride, 
more than punchline humor. 

Some audiences don’t initially 
perceive Cory as a lesbian (“I have 
hetero hair”) so she broaches the 
subject by confessing: “I have a 
strange power to sexually attract 
the wrong type of person: junkies, 
psychos... men. Robert Downey, 
Jr. will not stop calling me.” 

Punch linebacker 

Another comic who doesn’t fit 
into traditional gay stereotypes is 
Blake Smith, whose stage name is 
simply Blake. An actor and singer, 
he made his standup debut at 
Josie’s on a dare. Blake’s diverse 
performing gigs have included 
singing with the Glide Ensemble 
and appearing with the “Safer Sex 
Sluts” at the annual Creating 
Change conference. 

The tall, square-jawed Alaba¬ 
ma native looks more like a guy 
you’d see in a prison drama than 
performing in a gay comedy club, 
and he uses that dichotomy in his 
act. “I do a lot of jokes about what 
people think it means to be gay, 
and how many of those attributes 
I don’t have,” he says. 

In high school, Blake played 
football, baseball and basketball. 
When people asked, “You’re a fag, 
why do you play football?” he would 
reply: “I grab people, throw them 
down, fall on top of them, pick ’em 
up, slap ’em on the ass, and then we 
do it again. When we get to the 
point where we don’t want to do it 
any more, 40 of us go take a shower. 
Why are you in band?” 

Pippi Lovestocking (aka Scott 
Free) is no stranger to local gay • 
audiences. For two years the 
drawling diva has been holding 
court at the Stud’s Tuesday night 
dragstravaganza Trannyshack. 
Another alum of Josie’s, Pippi has 
become a Q Comedy staple and 


coming to terms with her neglect 
as a child, or a wife’s coming to 
terms with the choices she made 
for love, or the reconciliation of a 
mother and daughter? Clearly, it 
is all three, but Redgrave hasn’t 
completely found a way to make 
them all work together. 

But even with that caveat. The 
Mandrake Root offers a powerful 
emotional fabric that is familiar 
and unusual, sumptuous and 
stark. Director Warner Shook’s 
production is stripped to its es¬ 
sentials as it moves silkily through 
time and space. Rui Rita’s evoca¬ 
tive lighting design provides as 
much scenery as Michael Olich’s 
minimalist set design. 

Ultimately, this is, on many 
levels, Redgrave’s show, to which 
her soul-baring performance 
amply attests.

“People are very open-minded 
at local straight venues,” says 
Leonard.

don’t really understand what’s 

going down until my tele- 
i' phone chat with Bruce Weber 
is almost over. It happens right 
about the time Bruce remarks 
about the intimacy of his encoun¬ 
ters with his models. In soft, dul¬ 
cet tones, he goes on to observe 
that our discussion is an intimate 
encounter between two people. At 
this point, an alarm in the back of 
my head goes off, and blaring red 
lights flash the following words 
across the interior of my forehead: 
“Intimate? Wait a minute. This is 
a ‘phoner’ — the journalistic 
equivalent of a chatroom en¬ 
counter.” But I say nothing, be¬ 
cause I’m being seduced. And it 
feels good. 

I know. I’m the interviewer; 
Vm supposed to be doing the se¬ 
ducing — charming and cajoling 
confessions from poor unsuspect¬ 
ing celebrities. But before Bruce 
signs off from Miami, 1 under¬ 
stand completely that I’m in the 
presence of a master. 


In spite of all my research, I've 
been able to turn up very little in¬ 
formation about the Bruce Weber 
behind the books, photos, and 
films. What part of the planet do 
you consider home right now? 

New York City is my home. I

Robert Julian; How's the Robert 
Mitchum documentary going? 

Bruce Weber: It’s good to be 
working on it again. The movie 
will probably come out in a year 
or so. I was sad when he passed 
away, he was such a great guy. 
That’s why I throw a bit of him 
into Chop Suey, because I miss 
him. He was always on time for 
me, and he always did what I 
asked. We had a nice connection 
for two guys who were quite dif¬ 
ferent. I think I made Chop Suey 
in a way to prepare Bob for his 
film, spiritually, even though he’s 
no longer here. When you make a 
film on someone, you feel a re¬ 
sponsibility to the subject. 

What was the motive for making 
Chop Suey? 

I always have some films and 
photographs going on in my 
head, and I wanted something 
free-form at the time. My sister 
was very ill, and I wanted some-

thing that liberated me a bit, got 
me back out into the world. And I 
wanted to show a lot of the things 
she and my parents taught me. A 
lot of my f^ms start as a little 10- 
or 15-minute film, and some peo¬ 
ple think they should stay that way. 

Who were the people you were as¬ 
signed to shoot that you took a 
strong dislike to, and how did that 
impact the work? 

I can’t say. There were a few 
people. I was at the Chateau Mar- 
mont on assignment for Inter¬ 
view. I woke up that morning, and 
decided here’s another day of 


publicists and actors telling you, 
“Don’t touch me, don’t ask me to 
take my shirt off, don’t look at me 
when I’m being photographed.” 
Me and my assistants made a 
chart listing all those special in¬ 
structions. At the top of it, we put: 
“To all those entering this room, 
you cannot say...” and the list fol¬ 
lowed. We posted it on the door, 
and I shot actors from 9 to 6 that 
day, and not one mentioned any 
of the forbidden things. At the 
end of the day, Matthew Mc- 
Conaughey entered eating an 
apple. I said, “Stand there, 
Matthew, it looks good with an 
apple in your mouth.” I took the 
photo and asked if he read what 
was on the door. “Yeah,” he said, 
“it seems all right to me.” About a 
month later. I’m doing a cover for 
Interview with him and Ashley 
Judd in a pond. I said, “Matt, you 
really need to take your shirt off if 
you’re in this pond.” Then he said, 
“I don’t want to take my shirt off, 
because I don’t want to be too 
sexy.” I’ve had some good and 
some terrible times photograph¬ 
ing people. 

When I see your work, I can usual¬ 
ly identify it as yours without a 
credit. But sometimes I can't de¬ 
cide if it's you or Herb Ritts. 

What do you see as the similari¬ 
ties or differences between your 
two photographic styles? 

I’ve known Herb for 20-some 
years. We started at the same time, 
and we’ve both photographed a 
lot of men, had a lot of crazy 
times. I can only speak for myselfi 
I respect him as a photographer. 
He enjoys photographing celebri¬ 
ties more than I do. I like to bump 
into people on the street and 
make them my movie star. 


place here in Miami. 

Are you married? 

No. But I’ve lived with the 
same girl for about 25 years. 

Do you have children? 

No, but I have five golden re¬ 
trievers. Actually, I have a lot of 
children in my assistants or my 
subjects. Some I remain very close 
to, and they feel like my children. 

Are you the contract photographer 
for Abercrombie and Fitch? 

No. I have no contract. I’m still 
freelance. I work with them when 
they ask. I’m about to do a job for 
them right now. 

Recently the company has taken a 
lot of heat for the perceived homo¬ 
erotic nature of their catalogs. 

What does homoerotic mean, 
anyway? Sexuality is a weird thing, 
but if it gives someone pleasure to 
look at an image, then that’s nice. 
Nothing pleases me more than 
when someone looks at my pic¬ 
tures and they say, “Wow, I’d like 
to look like that.”

archival film and video footage. 
The two central figures in Chop 
Suey are the late jazz singer 
Frances Faye and the amateur 
wrestler-turned-model Peter 
Johnson. According to Weber’s 
narration, his fascination with 
Faye goes back to his college years. 
When his fraternity brothers were 
listening to Janis Joplin, Weber 
was spinning old Francis Faye al¬ 
bums. Archival footage of Faye 
from The Ed Sullivan Show and 
other television appearances are 
spliced into Chop Suey, along with 
an extended interview with Faye’s 
lesbian lover of 31 years, Teri 
Shepherd. Peter Johnson, Weber’s 
protege, is also present during the 
Shepherd interview. 

Johnson is the major 
eye-candy of Weber’s film, al¬ 
though film footage of the young 
and naked Jan Michael Vincent 
runs a close second. Weber met 
Johnson when he went to photo¬ 
graph young wrestlers, and the 
encounter began a four-year pho¬ 
tographic collaboration that re¬ 
sulted in thousands of pho¬ 
tographs, a book, and now this 
film. Peter Johnson, who is now 
married and the father of a 
daughter, became a homoerotic 
icon via Weber’s sexy nude shots 
of his spectacular face and torso. 
Yet in spite of his obvious physi¬ 
cal charms, Johnson is something 
of a cipher. In his beautiful vacu¬ 
ousness, he is the precise male 
equivalent of the young Anna 
Nicole Smith. 

Why does an allegedly hetero¬ 
sexual photographer enter into a 
longterm professional relation¬ 
ship with an allegedly heterosex¬ 
ual wrestler/model to produce 
.highly homoerotic images? You 
won’t really find an answer to this 
question in Chop Suey. Weber 
manages to finesse the issue in his 
narration by explaining, “We 
sometimes photograph things we 
can never be.” But in Chop Suey, 
and in his still images, there is 
something terrifying about 
Weber’s photography of his male 
nudes. They recall a type of ideal¬ 
ized Aryan beauty favored most 
memorably by the Third Reich. 
Weber’s men are square of jaw 
and narrow of waist, All-Ameri¬ 
can Hitler youth captured in cool 
black-and-white, wallowing in 
their own glistening fabulousness. 


They are as off-putting as they are 
compelling, and these contradic¬ 
tory qualities lie at the heart of 
their iconic allure. 

Den mother 

Growing up on a farm in rural 
Pennsylvania, Weber began reach¬ 
ing for his mother’s copies of 
Vogue at an early age. In the film 
Funny Face, when Kaye Thomp¬ 
son launched into the song 
“Think Pink,” Weber clearly got 
the message. The funniest and 
most fascinating segment of Chop 
Suey is archival interview footage 
of Vogue editor Diana Vreeland, 
captured in her Manhattan apart¬ 
ment in the 1980s. The photogra¬ 
pher’s fascination with a subject 
has never been more justified: 
Vreeland is a corker. Weber relates 
a story where Vreeland called her 
Vogue staff into a meeting and ex¬ 
plained, apparently apropos of 
nothing, that she — and only she 
— had earned the right to die 
smoking opium in a Chinese 
opium den. 

Among the other interesting 
and notable Weber subjects who 
drift in and out of Chop Suey are 
Robert Mitchum, recording a 
song with Dr. John in 1994; 
Brazilian jujitsu champion Hick¬ 
son Gracie; and Hoots, a beautiful 
standard poodle turned out in a 
classic show cut. Cinematogra¬ 
phers Lance Accord, Douglas 
Cooper, and Jim Fealy provide ed¬ 
itor Angelo Corrao with some 
wonderful footage to illustrate 
Weber’s personal journey. But no 
matter who is on camera, the sub¬ 
ject of Chop Suey is Bruce Weber. 

Weber’s current cinematic 
scrapbook maps many of the 
stops on his personal journey, and 
its narration highlights the ro¬ 
mantic nature of his approach. In 
many ways, it is a self-propagated 
affair of unrequited love. The 
photographer and his subject 
enter into a relationship at 
cross-purposes, each wanting 
something different from the 
other. As Weber indulges his own 
romance with the emerging visu¬ 
al images, his subjects cooperate 
to receive fame, attention, public¬ 
ity, or money. This disparity of 
desire is at the heart of all doomed 
romances, and it fuels the sense of 
longing at the core of Bruce 
Weber’s Chop Suey. T

4 riter/director Todd 
^ i|| Solondz ( Welcome to the 
y Dollhouse, Happiness) 
continues his subtly subversive ca¬ 
reer path with the release of his 
third film. Storytelling. Once again, 
Solondz offers a curious mix of 
humor, social satire, and vaguely 
horrifying moments, all framed 
within the context of everyday 
American life. In this instance, 
Solondz turns his thoroughly 
jaundiced eye toward the stories 
people tell, and how they tell them. 

Storytelling is actually two 
films, two separate stories, pre¬ 
sented back-to-back. The first 
story, “Fiction,” follows three col¬ 
lege students in a creative writing 
class, and their professor, Mr. 
Scott (Robert Wisdom). Scott is 
your basic misanthrope, an 
African-American, Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning author whose career 
floundered. He finds himself 
teaching writing to marginally 
talented students and taking out 
his frustrations on their written 
products. 

Vi (Selma Blair) is having an 
affair with Marcus (Leo Fitz¬ 
patrick), who has cerebral palsy. 
They mythologize their relation¬ 
ship in their short stories, and 
subsequently suffer the withering 
critiques of Mr. Scott and a class¬ 
mate (Aleksa Palladino) with 
whom Scott is having an affair. 
But when Vi runs into Scott in a

local bar, she goes home with 
him. The sexual union of student 
and teacher involves some signif¬ 
icant role-playing in which Scott 
requires Vi to repeatedly issue the 
command, “Nigger, fuck me 
hard.” The experience becomes 
fodder for Vi’s next creative-writ¬ 
ing assignment. 

The second half of Storytelling, 
subtitled “Non-Fiction,” involves 
Toby Oxman (Paul Giamatti), a 
wannabe documentary filmmak¬ 
er who invades the suburban New 
Jersey life of the Livingston fami¬ 


ly. John Goodman portrays the 
father, with the delightful Julie 
Hagarty as the put-upon mom. 
Scoobie Livingston (Mark Web¬ 
ber), an exceedingly bright high 
school senior, becomes the sub¬ 
ject of Oxman’s film. His familial 
supporting cast includes two 
younger brothers (Noah Fleiss 
and Jonathan Osser) and the fam¬ 
ily maid Consuelo (Lupe On¬ 
tiveros).

Richard Dodds: San Francisco 
should be fun, too, but don't ex¬ 
pect snow, San Francisco must 
hold some special memories for 
you, since you met your husband 
here in the early 1960s.

Can 
you explain this affinity with gay 
men? 

You know, I do not know, be¬ 
cause as I said it is the eye of the 
beholder. I don’t know how peo¬ 
ple in general — I’m not good 


with words — oh , I don’t how 
people feel about me. I don’t 
know what they see. 

Well, I see someone who is glam¬ 
orous, who has survived a lot of 
things, and who seems to basical¬ 
ly have her head on straight. I 
think gay people may be a little 
more sensitive to one or more of 
those elements. 

Well, that’s really good if any¬ 
one can get a connection, if they 
can feel strength from me. That’s 
what I would love for them to feel.

hings aren’t hard enough, 
haters have to be organized?

Blee (University of California, 
$35) explores and exposes the 
place of women in the world of 
racist organizations. Revealing the 
feminine side of hate, Blee paints 
a picture that is at once terrifying 
and more than a little depressing. 

Blee is a thoughtful and in¬ 
sightful writer, her prose jargon- 
free and entirely readable. Her de¬ 
scriptions of her time at hate gath¬ 
erings are terrifying — let’s not 
forget that those hate groups usu¬ 
ally put queers high up on the list 
of those to be killed when the rev¬ 
olution comes — but even more 
frightening is the casual sincerity 
of the women who explain their 
racist beliefs and their hate-filled 
agenda. The women who agreed 
to be interviewed come to life on 
these pages, and their stories are as 
banal as they are unexpected. 
Whatever comforting stereotypes 
you manage to claim when it 
comes to racists, you’ll find them 
quite exploded by the time you 
finish this impressive volume. 


Blee doesn’t leave her readers 
mired in hate. In the final chapter, 
she analyzes what she’s discov¬ 
ered, and offers concrete sugges¬ 
tions to end or at least diminish 
the power of these groups and 
their members. One way to keep 
safe is to know the enemy. Inside 
Organized Racism is an important 
place to start.

Hate is at the heart of a new 
mystery. Murder in the Rue

Mike Hansen ap¬ 
proaches former cop, 
now-PI Chanse 

MacLeod with 
an assignment: 
do something 
about the man 
who is blackmailing Mike’s very 
wealthy and even more closeted 
lover. The consideration offered is 
considerable, so Chanse takes the 
case, but when he arrives at Mike’s 
apartment, he finds the door 
standing open, and Mike’s dead 
and bloody corpse sprawled on 
the bed. Written over the head- 
board, in Mike’s blood, of course, 
are the words. Faggots Die. But is 
this a hate crime? The head of the 
local gay rights group certainly 
seems to think so, and plans to use 
the murder to foment gay unrest. 
Has the blackmailer decided to 
dress it up as one in order to cover 
his, or her, tracks? 

Chanse has no intention of in¬ 
vestigating the crime (there are 
cops aplenty to do that), but gay 
men who knew Mike f^eel more 
comfortable telling a fellow gay 
man about Mike than baring their 
souls to the local constabulary. 
Chanse learns quickly that to 
know Mike was pretty much to 
hate him, even though those who 
profess to hate him would not 
mind another romp with Mike’s 
fabulous body (hung like a horse 
comes up a lot). When Chanse is 
shot at, he has to wonder: is he 
getting too close to the killer, or is 
this just another random attack 
on another gay man? 

My guess is that somewhere 
down the road, Herren will write 
a really good mystery. This Mur¬ 
der, alas, is long on formula and 
short on interest. Herren uses the 
same filler technique that annoys 
in lesbian mysteries. We know 
what everyone is wearing, 
whether it matters or not, as well 
as the relative shape of their pos¬ 
teriors and condition of their abs. 

I would have liked to know more 
about what was going on inside 
heads and hearts, but maybe next 
time. As for the mystery, let me 
just say that when, early on, you

from a buddy in his bedroom, 
Scoobie daydreams that his par¬ 
ents are being burned at the stake 
and he’s making a guest appear¬ 
ance on Conan O’Brien’s talk 
show. Scoobie’s fantasies of star¬ 
dom collide with Oxman’s desire 
to make a successful documen¬ 
tary. But as their separate desires 
unfold, the real story of the fami¬ 
ly’s unraveling goes undiscovered 
until the maid Consuelo delivers 
the final blow. 

Storytelling is not quite as 
creepy as Happiness, nor as fully 
developed as Welcome to the Doll¬ 
house. But like its predecessors. 
Storytelling is thoroughly 
provocative. Solondz, with his ex¬ 


cellent cast of actors, forces view¬ 
ers to ask questions about his 
characters’ motives and actions, 
and hopefully — by reflection — 
to take a look at their own stories. 
Which stories are the real story? 
How much of what we tell our¬ 
selves, and others, is totally 
bogus? And what difference does 
this make to the outcome of our 
lives? 

Nobody makes motion pic¬ 
tures quite like Todd Solondz. I’m 
sure I could have watched Story¬ 
telling with no prior knowledge 
and no opening credits, and still 
have identified it as the work of 
Todd Solondz. As a filmmaker, he 
is ^n auteur — weird, quirky, off- 
center, and totally original. T

Author Dennis Cooper 


‘Guide to 
Trust #2’ 

Y ou’re looking for a great Valen¬ 
tine’s Day date? How about one 
with Dennis Cooper {Closer; 
Frisk; Try; Guide; Period), whom we all 
know so well (some in the Biblical 
sense) as the creator of grisly and grip¬ 
ping tales of queer lust, sex, and gen¬ 
eral mayhem. His boys like to hack up 
other boys, but lovingly. Or lustfully. 
Whatever. They’re into coprophilia 
and all that shit. You could lose your 
lunch reading a Cooper novel. But it’s 
good for us, right? It builds character 
in stomach turning times. If we can 
face a Cooper novel, we can face any¬ 
thing. Cooper’s got his thumb on our 
collective, criminally insane pulse. Call 
him Dr. Cooper, the pepper upper. 

Cooper is now Artist-in-Residence 
at Yerba Buena Center and, on Valen¬ 
tines Day, he and literary lion Kevin 
Killian (whom I gushed over in print 
just the other week) will be joining in 
conversation at a special art event and 
reception: “Guide to Trust No. 2” (6 
pjn., Gallery 2; $6 gen’l public), an ex¬ 
hibition featuring works by some 40 
artists responding to the ideas in Coop¬ 
er’s novel Guide, the fourth in his series 
of (some would say deliciously, others 
would say disgustingly) warped works. 

The exhibit, curated by perfor¬ 
mance artist Cliff Hengst as part of his 
Thursday night performance series, is 
a major element of a larger exhibition 
at YBCA, “Slowdive: Sculpture and 
Performance in Real Time,” which 
opens Friday, February 9. 

Guide chronicles the “graphic ex¬ 
ploits” of a bunch of LA kids obsess¬ 
ing over death, eternity, pop stars, and 
the need for love. It’s the usual stuff, as 
defined by Cooper, which means all 
fucked up but still kinda cute. 

Cooper’s themes of violence and 
death have sparked responses such as 
Sue de Beer’s, who photographs a man 
who has mutilated himself, having cut 
off his nipples with a pair of scissors; 
Margi Geerlinks’ large-scale manipu¬ 
lated photograph of a girl whose body 
is covered with lips, sweetly dreaming 
of a prince who will wake her; Lorenzo 
de Los Angeles’ drawings of “Little 
Death” in which the euphoric face of a 
young boy refers to drug euphoria, sex¬ 
ual ecstasy, and the loss of conscious¬ 
ness; and Sico Carlier’s video installa¬ 
tion BoyGuide, culling from the novel 
all combinations containing the word 
“Boy,” represented by a young man 
with text tattooed across his chest. 

With all these artists and Cooper 
and Killian to boot, you’ve got a hell of 
a Valentine’s Day experience if you 
want one. You devil, you! And you 
thought love was all roses. V
